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UAE 

tanker set 
ablaze 

DUBAI, April 19, (Agencies): 
Iran set the UAE-flag tanker Fal 
V, ablaze in the southern Guir 
today, shipping sources said. 

They said the 12,125-ionne 
tanker was thought to have been 
attacked by gunboats and that 
sailors from an Omani warship 
had boarded the abandoned ves- 
sel- There were no reports of 
casualties. 

Shipping sources said later all 
the crew of about 20 had been 
taken off the ship by the Omanis 
but that the accommodation 
quarters were still ablaze. 

Rescue tugs had raced to the 
vessel from the UAE and were 
trying to douse the flames. 

The attack at about 1.15 am 
(0915 GMT) was the first in the 
Gulf since yesterday when US 
warships clashed with the Iran- 
ian Navy. 

The sources said the vessel had 
been hit in the Strait of Hormuz 
southwest of the Iranian island of 
Larak. 

Loaded 

The sources said later that the 
Sh&rjah*registered vessel, 
believed loaded and bound for 
the UAE port of Fujairah out- 
side the Gulf, was hit 12 miles 
north of Ras Al Masood in 
Oman. 

Gunboats were thought to be 
responsible, they said. 

The British tanker York 
Marine, -wrecked in the Iranian 
strike, was under tow by. three 
tugboats to the Dubai drydock at 
the side of the frigate USS 
Samuel B. Roberts, a report said. 

British officials today sum- 
moned Iran’s charge d'affaires 
in order to deliver a protest 
against the shelling of a British- 
owned tanker in the Gulf. 

The Iranian diplomat* Akhun- 
zadeh Basti.wasasfced tbreport 
to the Foreign-Office later today 
for a meeting with a “senior 
official” to explain the Iranian 
action, the Foreign Office said.

ABOARD THE USS JACK 
WILLIAMS. April 19, (AP): 
The tong-simmering CJS- 
Iranian feud exploded into 
missile warfare yesterday as 
the United States attacked 
Iranian oil platforms in 
retaliation for last week's 
mining of US frigate in the 
Gulf. 

During a day of dashes, a 
three-ship “surface action 
group” led by the USS Jack 
Williams, a guided-missile 
frigate, came under attack five 
times from Iran's Silkworm anti- 
ship missile batteries. 

It was Lhe first lime Iran had 
fired the Chinese-made missiles 
al shim in the Strait of Hormuz 
and the southern Gulf. 

Five times the warning soun- 
ded on the Williams' bridge. 
“Silkworm incoming,” followed 
by the frigate's lurching into 
violent manoeuvres and firing 
chaff into the air to confuse the 
weapons' radar guidance system. 

Targets 

All five missiles missed their 
presumed targets. 

Officers aboard the ship were 
elated with the response system. 

“Not one of these ladies has a 
scratch on her, and the other 
guys can't say that,” said Capt. 
Don Dyer, operational comman- 
der of the force. 

' WaTpftwn lost six ships. They 
were either sunk or damaged by 
US fire in a day of warfare 
throughout the Gulf.

Dyer said a C-l 30 aircraft that 
was spotting targets for the Silk- 
worm batteries was tracked by 
US jets off the nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier Enterprise and 
was almost shot down. 

US officials reported one US 
attack helicopter with two crew 
members aboard missing yester- 
day and said the search for it 
continued today. They denied 
Iranian claims that it had been 


shot down.

Negotiations with hijackers 

New initiative to 
break deadlock

ALGIERS, April 19: As the 
religious rites began occupying 
the hijackers holding about 31 
hostages aboard the Kuwait Air- 
ways jumbo jet, a new ini dative 
to break the deadlock in the 
negotiations seemed to be in the 
offing. A Kuwaiti delegation was 
expected to arrive in Algiers 
today. 

A private plane arrived from 
Kuwait this morning but it was 
not clear whether the Kuwaiti 
delegation was on it. 

However, soon after the 
arrival of the jet, an Algerian 
mediator sought permission to 
board the hijacked Boeing 747 
and enter the aircraft just before 
1.00 pm (1200 GMT). 

The radio exchanges between 
the control tower and gunman 
last night and this morning were 
mainly concerned with the need 
of the hostages on board. 

The hijackers asked for meals 
for suhour. seyeral copies of the 
Holy Quran as well as all Arabic 
and French language news- 
papers, some medicine, water 
and cleaners. 

The hijackers forced a ruling 
family member to radio a des- 
perate message yesterday asking 
Kuwait to give in to the terror- 
ists' demands. 

“Please free the prisoners," 
Fadhel Al Sabah, 33, croaked in 
Arabic from the cockpit of the 
Boeing 747. The rest of his 
remarks were unintelligible 
because Fadhel was in too 
nerv ous a stale and could barely 
speak. 

But FadheL, one of three mem- 
bers of the Kuwaiti royal family 
the hijackers are holding, clearly 


was referring to the hijackers’ 
main demand for the release of 1 7 
terrorists jailed in Kuwait. 

Fadhel was in such bad shape 
that the Algerian control tower 
asked the hijackers to have him 
repeat the statement radioed at 
around 3.05 pm (1405 GMT). 

One of the sky pirates then 
came on the radio. He said Fad- 
hel was unable to repeat it. “1 
want to confirm that he is one of 
the Kuwaiti royal family. He is 
Fadhel Al Sabah,” the gunman 
said in English. 

Meanwhile, a leading Kuwaiti 
newspaper reported yesterday 
that the ordeal of the hijacked 
Kuwaiti airliner would come to 
an end within 24 hours. 

Quoting informed sources, the 
daily said Lhe hijack could be 
resolved within 24 hours after 
Kuwaiti intervention. 

"The breakthrough comes as a 
result of the intensified efforts 
exerted by Kuwait at a high level 
with sister states,” lhe newspaper 
added. 

“There are indications that the 
ordeal is approaching a happy 
end whereby the hostages will be 
freed without Kuwait giving up 
its principles,” it said. 

A senior Kuwaiti official, 
asked about the report, seemed 
optimistic and said: “With God's 
help and will, the plight (hijack) 
will come to an end soon.”

Shatti 

resisted 

AN elderly diabetic hostage res- 
isted captors who eventually tied 
him up day and night on board 
the Kuwaiti airliner hijacked IS 
days ago. 

Juma Abdullah Al Shatti. 70, 
freed as a humanitarian gesture, 
walked unaided from a private 
jet which flew him to Kuwait 
from Algiers yesterday. 

“Look, look, 1 was lied night 
and day ... what the hijackers did 
is not good.” he said when freed 
in Algiers on Thursday. 

“Thanks be to Allah, he has 
come back safely.” his oldest son 
Abdullah, 26, said as Shatti went 
to a family reception subdued by 
the continuing crisis in Algiers. 

“We will not fully rejoice until 
all on the plane are safe. We pray 
to Allah to free the poor people 
still on the plane.” Abdullah 
said. The family said Shatti was 
extremely tired. 

Other freed passengers said he 
was an outspoken hostage who 
at first resisted hijackers’ at tem- 
pts to tie him. 

Shatti. who was held for 10 
days, was the 7 1 st passenger to be 
freed from the Boeing 747. 


Soccer team volunteers to replace hostages 


SHEIKH Fahd Al Ahmed, the 
chairman of Kuwait Football 
Association and the entire 
national football team have 
offered to replace 31 hostages- 
aboard a hijacked Kuwaiti 
airliner in Algiers. 

Sheikh Fahd sent a message to 
HH the Amir seeking permission 
for all 52 members of the national 
soccer team to swap with the hos- 
tages who were hijacked on April 


5. The message was sent just 
before the national team led for 
Kuwait from Kuala Lumpur 
where it took part in an Asian 
Cup qualifying round. 

The Amir has given permis- 
sion, Sheikh Fahd said. 

“We urge negotiators in 
Algiers to pass on this sincere 
ofTer to the hijackers. We are 
ready to leave directly, from 
Malaysia to Algeria if the hijack- 


ers accept.” said the message. 

The hijackers are demanding 
freedom for 17 Arabs held in 
Kuwait for a series of bombings 
in 1983. Kuwait has repeatedly 
refused to accede to the demand. 

The message said the team was 
volunteering in return for the 
release of all hostages, including 
three members of the ruling 
family.

KAC stops 
lifting cargo

KAC has suspended its cargo 
operations worldwide, accord- 
ing to reliable sources. The 
airline has suspended shipping of 
all incoming and outgoing cargo 
since April 1 2, they said. 

The Kuwaiti carrier informed 
shipping agents of its “indefin- 
ite" but “temporary" suspension 
of cargo operations to and from 
Kuwait with immediate effect. 
The carrier will incur “considera- 
ble losses'' due to the stoppage, 
sources said. 

“All cargo shipping — incom- 
ing and outgoing — have been 
badly hit." 

KAC's outgoing cargo load 
has been transferred to 43 
airlines. Sources told the Arab 
Tunes that KAC decided to stop 
cargo operation after receiving 
threats from unidentified people. 
“It is better to lose money than 
lose lives,” they said. 

Saudia, the Saudi Arabian flag 
carrier, this week suspended 
cargo shipping from Kuwait 
except newspapers and 
magazines, they said. No reason 
was given for the stoppage. 

US stops 

escorts 

temporarily 

WASHINGTON, April 19, 

( UP1 ): The United States has sus- 
pended escorting reflagged tank- 
ers through the Gulfuntil the 
situation in the volatile waters 
calms down, a Pentagon official 
said today. 

The official, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the US 
policy of sending Navy warships 
to escort foreign vessels carrying 
the American flag has not chan- 
ged but said, “until things sub- 
side, you probably won’t see any 
escorts." ^ 

“We have not made any 
decision we are going to cease 
those operations,” the official 
said. “As a matter of prudence 
they may be delayed until the 
next one (escort) commences. 

“This certainly is not a change 
of policy but given the last four or 
five days, it is not a prudent 
measure to have escorts under 
way.”

A flash and white smoke erup- 
ted on the horizon, followed by a 
long series of heavy explosions as 
the weapons and ammunition 
aboard the Sahand blew up. 

Van Dyke said a US pilot who 
observed the Sahand reported it 
“listing badly, with a big hole in 
its port side, the superstructure 
on fire and a lifeboat with some 
survivors in the water.” 

Shortly after, F-I4 jet fighters 
from the Enterprise attacked the 
Sahand’s sister frigate, the 
Saba Ian, reportedly after it fired 
a missile at the aircraft. The 
Sabalan was hit by a Harpoon 
missile and a bomb, officers said, 
leaving it dead in the water. 

The Iranian patrol boat, 
equipped with missiles, look 
direct hit from a missile fired by 
the US frigate Simjison, US 
spokesmen said, after it ignored 
warnings and fired on the US 
guided missile cruiser Wain- 
wright.

WASHINGTON, April 19, 
(Agencies): President Reagan 
has held out the threat of further 
US military action in the volatile 
Gulf, warning Iran that the 
United States will not tolerate 
“irresponsible behaviour" in the 
vital waterway. 

“We aim to deter further Iran- 
ian aggression, not provoke it,” 
Reagan declared after the most 
serious clash yet between Iran 
and the American forces placed 
in the Gulf to keep commercial 
shipping lanes open amid the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

At thesame time, the President 
told an audience in the White 
House complex yesterday, 
“(Iranians) must "know we will 
protect our ships.. And if they 
threaten us, 'they'll pay the 
price.”

Soviets denounce raids 

Britain supports 
American action 


LONDON, April 18, (Agencies): 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has said the American 
auacks on Iranian oil platforms 
were justified, but Soviet telev- 
ision labelled them “aggressive 
actions” that aggravated the 
Gulf conflict. 

The most supportive reaction 
abroad came from Thatcher's 
government, which said Washin- 
gton's forces were making a 
balanced reaction to Tehran's 
“cowardly act" of laying mines 
in the Gulf. London has warships 
in the Gulf protecting British- 
flagged shipping. 

Thatcher said: “We are satis- 
fied from evidence we have that 
the mines were laid by Iran and 
therefore, that the American 
action was entirely justified as a 
proportionate response." 

Italy's foreign minister 
indicated that the Iranians 
should have known what to 
expect. 

“Laying mines is an 
illegitimate act which puts shiph 
ping at risk,” Giulio Andreolti 


said. “Yesterday’s incidents and 
the reactions follow the tough 
logic ofmililary actions and reac- 
tions." 

Japan today expressed under- 
standing of the US attacks as an 
act of self-defence guaranteed 
under the United Nations char- 
ter, a government spokesman 
said in Tokyo. 

“Japan, which is deeply 
interested in safe navigation 
through the Gulf, understands 
the action taken by the US gover- 
nment,” said the spokesman. 

Australia said the latest US 
retaliation against Iran was a 
“proportionate" response. 

“The US has reacted in a 
proportionate manner to the 
problem with which they were 
confronted,"* Foreign Minister 
Bill Hayden told reporters in 
Canberra. 

Egypt said it understood the 
motives behind the American 
attack on the Iranian oil plat- 
forms.

Renewed call for 
embargo on Iran 


UNITED NATIONS, April 19, 
(AP): United States officials said 
yesterday they hoped the flare- 
up in the Gulf will help break a 
Security Council impasse stand- 
ing in the way of an arms 
embargo against Iran. 

US Ambassador. Herbert 
Okun, briefed key members of 
the Security Council yesterday 
on the US retaliation foran Iran- 
ian mine attack on an American 
warship last week that injured 10 
seamen. 

The United States struck back 
in the pre-dawn hours yesterday, 
destroying two oflran's offshore 
oil platforms and sinking a 
defending Iranian patrol boat. 
Iran responded by firing on US 
aircraft and the cruiser Wam- 
wrighl and by shelling an oilfield 
in Sharjah. 

“We think this proves more 
strongly than ever the need for an 
enforcement resolution’! impos- 
ing an embargo on Iran. Okun 
told reporters after meeting with 


the President of the Council. 

Iranian Foreign Minister AJi 
Akbar Velayati protested to the 
United Nations yesterday about 
US attacks on Iranian oil rigs 
and warships. Iran's Islamic 
Republic News agency reported. 

Both Velayati and a separate 
Foreign Ministry statement 
threatened retaliation, the 
agency said. 

Velayati asked UN Security- 
General, Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
to condemn the US attacks and 
to take measures to prevent the 
repetition of such crimes, it 
reported. 

A White House officials, who 
asked not to be identified, also 
denied Iran's charge that US 
warships attacked- Sharjah's 
Mubarak oilfield in the southern 
Gulf rather than Iranian war- 
ships as reported by shipping 
sources. 

“That’s wrong," the official 
said. 


in the Gulf yesterday, retaliating 
for renewed mine-laying that 
damaged an American warship 
last week, and crippled or sank 
six Iranian vessels that fought 
back. 

Reagan said the decisive 
military action sent a clear mes- 
sage to Iran, and he explained 
publicly, “we've taken tbisaction 
to make certain the Iranians have 
no illusions about the cost of 
irresponsible behaviour."

Yet Carlucci emphasised a 
desire for no further conflict as 
some observers questioned 
whether the aggressive response 
by Iran yesterday indicated 
Reagan's advisers had underes- 
timated the regime of the 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Asked whether he was surpr- 
ised by the Iranian reaction to 
overwhelming US military 
superiority, Carlucci said: “I 
wouldn't use the word “surpr- 
ised” because the Iranians have' 
been known to engage in this 
kind of frankly foolhardy 
behaviour before. 1 might say we 
are disappointed. We hoped they 
would heed the warnings that we 
gave.”

lie added: “I ’m not sure it's 
explainable in terms of Western 
logic al this point. I have only to 
assume that it's some kind of a 
fanatical reaction or slavish 
obedience to a contingency 
plan.” 

Reagan again refused to 
invoke the War Powers Resolu- 
tion, which requires congres- 
sional approval for prolonged 
deployment of combat troops 
abroad, but he promised to 
deliver a full report to Congress 
within 48 hours.

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Hasina deals I Lebanese found guilty of kidnapping W. Germans 
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a blow to 
unity of 
opposition 

DHAKA, April 19, (Reuter): 
Opposition leader Sheikh 
Hasina has attacked two of her 
allies in the campaign to oust 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad. 

The Awami League chief 
called leaders of the fundamen- 
talist Jamaat-e-Islami party 
“anti-state elements.” 

“I urge the progressive forces 
to rise against Jamaat, which 
harbours anti-liberation forces 
and is involved in anti-state 
activities.” she told a meeting of 
her eight-party alliance last 
night. 

The alliance, in a joint resolu- 
tion, accused Jamaat members 
and supporters of opposing Ban- 
gladesh's independence from 
Pakistan in 1971 and “killing 
many people in collaboration 
with the Pakistani Army.” 

Awami League, Jamaat and 
the Bangladesh Nationalist 
Party have been partners in an 
opposition campaign launched 
last November to topple Ershad. 

Hasina was repeating charges 
made earlier by Begum Sajeda 
Cbowdhury, general secretary of 
the Awami League. 

Protest 

Senior Jamaat leader, Matiur 
Rahman Nizami, strongly 
protested against Chowdhury's 
remarks. 

“Such irresponsible 
remarks will only strengthen the 
hands of the autocratic rulers 
and trigger confrontations 
among opposition parties,” he 
said in a statement on Monday. 

Hasina also attacked the other 
main opposition leader, BNP 
chairman Begum Khaleda Zia, 
on Sunday for helping Ershad to 
stay in power. 

“Those who live in the canton- 
ment protect the interests of each 
other,” she said in reference to 
Khaleda, widow of assassinated 
former President General Ziaur 
Rahman, who lives inside 
Dhaka's military garrison. 
Political analysts expressed sur- 
prise at Hasina's sudden outbur- 
sts, which they said would 
weaken the anti-Ershad cam- 
paign and help perpetuate the 
former General’s power. 

Ershad has ruled impoveri- 
shed Bangladesh with strong 
military support for six years. 

Apparently comforted by the 
growing disputes between the 
opposition leaders, the govern- 
ment has launched a fresh attack 
on its opponents. 

“Failing to make any headway . 
in their movement to topple 
Ershad, some political leaders 
have urged foreign powers to 
interfere in Bangladesh's inter- 
nal affairs. This is a shame,” 
Information Minister Mah- 
bubur Rahman said on Monday.

He said that following 
Mohammed Hamadi's arrest at 
Frankfurt airport on Jan 13, 
1987, Abbas Hamadi talked by 
telephone with radical acquain- 
tances in Beirut, including 
another Hamadi brother, Abdul.

“After the capture of Moham- 
med Hamadi these men formed a 
circle in Beirut who decided to do 
something to block the possible 
extradition (to the United States) 
of Mohammed Hairiadi," Arend 
said.

Moscow reinforces Kabul 


ISLAMABAD, April 19. 
(Reuter): Moscow is keeping up 
copious weapons shipments to 
Afghanistan before it starts pull- 
ing its troops home next month. 
Western diplomats said today. 

The shipments included a mas- 
sive deployment of weapons in 
an area south of the capital, 
Kabul, last week as Mujahedeen 
fought Soviet and Afghan troops 
at varying levels of intensity in 
many areas of the country, they 
said. 

Security at checkpoints in 
* Kabul was tightened but a num- 
ber of diplomats reported a rise 
in desertions from the Afghan 
Army. 

“Afghan soldiers at checks 
appear more diligent and aggres- 
sive. This may be a sign they 
realise they are going to have to 


shoulder more of the burden 
once the Soviet withdrawal gets 
underway,” a diplomat said. 

An estimated 115,000 Soviet 
troops are due to leave within 
nine months from May 1 5 as part 
of an international settlement 
signed in Geneva last week aimed 
at ending the nine-year-old war 
and securing the return of five 
million refugees.

Nazi criminal convicted 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
April 19, (Reuter): An Israeli 
court convicted John Demjanjuk 
of Nazi war crimes yesterday, 
saying he was gas chamber 
operator “Ivan the Terrible” at 
the Treblinka death camp in 
World War Two. 

Demjanjuk, 68, could face 
death by hanging. A bearing on 
the sentence was set for next 
Monday. 

"We find the accused guilty of 
crimes against the Jewish people, 
crimes against humanity, war 
crimes and crimes against per- 
secuted people,” said judge Dov 
Levin. 

Demjanjuk was absent from 
the court during the nearly 12- 
hour session in which the verdict 
was read. 


His lawyer, Yoram ShefieL, 
said earlier that his client decided 
to listen to the proceedings from 
a cell in the building because he 
expected a guilty verdict. ‘ 
Ukranian-bom Demjanjuk 
had claimed he was a victim of 
mistaken identity 'and was not 
the same Ivan who was involved 
in the kilting of 870,000 Jews in 
the gas chambers at Treblinka. 

But Levin said the court had 
been persuaded beyond doubt 
that Demjanjuk and “Ivan the 
Terrible" were one and the same. 

“We determine conclusively, 
without hesitation ordoubt, that 
the accused is Ivan who was 
known as “Ivan the Terrible,” 
gas chamber operator at the 
Treblinka death camp,” he read 
from the 400-page verdict.

TUNIS. April 19, (Agencies): 
Tunisia has said Israel used 
advanced electronic warfare in 
an operation to assassinate PLO 
guerrilla commander Abu Jihad, 
whose body arrived at Damascus 
airport today for burial on Wed- 
nesday. 

Meanwhile. An Israeli cabinet 
minister criticised the killing. 

An Israeli military plane jam- 
med local communications while 
a hit -squad machinegunned to 
death PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat’s military deputy on the 
outskirts of Tunis on Saturday, 
an official Tunisian report said. 

Tunisia is to protest to the 
United Nations Security Council 
against Israel for “state terror- 
ism”, (he official news agency 
Tap said. 

Aggression 

Announcing the findings of an 
inquiry into the killing of Abu 
Jihad, whose real name was 
Khalil Al Wazir. Tap said: “The 
inquiry has established that 
Israel, was implicated in this 
cowardly terrorist act which it 
planned and executed.” 

President Zine Al Abidine Ben 
Ali condemned the “flagrant, 
premeditated aggression against 
Tunisian sovereignty." 

Israeli sources in Tel Aviv said 
Israel killed Abu Jihad in a com- 
bined operation of the Mossad 
secret service, the Israeli Navy 


and an elite Army unit. 

Tap said the Israeli plane was a 
Boeing 707 which kept in inter- 
national air space while using its 
jamming equipment. The plane 
had the registry number 4X977 
and was about 34 miles (55 km) 
outside T unisia at the time of the 
attack. 

Arafat has accused the United 
States. Israel's most powerful 
ally, of giving the green light for 
the killing. The US yesterday 
denied any connection with the 
murder. 

The United States has con- 
demned the assassination of Al 
Wazir. 

"The United States condemns 
this act of political assassina- 
tion.” State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman told repor- 
ters in Washington. 

“The United States govern- 
ment had no knowledge of nor 
was it involved in any way in this 
assassination,” he added. 

Israeli cabinet minister Ezer 
Weizman became the first Israeli 
leader to speak out against the 
assassination. 

He said: “The killing has only 
minuses for Israel. It will cer- 
tainly not silence terror and pos- 
sibly intensify it. It hurts the 
peace process." 

Asked by Reuters whether 
Israel was responsible, he 
replied: “Guess for yourself,” 


Accompanying the body were 
the slain commander's wife, Inr- 
issar. his five children, and senior 
PLO officials, including political 
department chief Farouk Kad- 
doumi, executive committee 
member Mahmoud Abbas, and 
the guerrilla movement's 
security chief Hayel Abdei 
Hamid. 

But Arafat, who saw the body 
off at Tunis airport, stayed 
behind because of his feud with 
Assad. 

Arafat’s media adviser, Bas- 
sam Abu Sharif. .confirmed that 
Arafat would not attend the fun- 
eral. 

Lebanon seeks 
exemption 

BEIRUT, April 19, (Kuna): 
Lebanon asked the Organisation 
of the Islamic Conference (OIC) 
to exempt it from paying it finan- 
cial commitments to the organ- 
isation as a result of her econ- 
omic difficulties. 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
today that the Lebanese Foreign 
Ministry assigned its ambas- 
sador to Saudia Arabia, who is 
also Lebanon's representative 
the OIC to follow up the issue.

KUWAIT'S refusal to knuckle 
under to the demands of. 
extremists who hijacked a 
Kuwaiti jumbo jet has become a 
source of national pride. 

Some Kuwaitis also see it as 
vital to the survival of the north- 
ern Gulf state, which is 
threatened by the 7-1 /2-year-old 
Iran-Iraq war raging 80 
kilometres north of its capital. • 

“1 think Kuwait has set an 
example that you never, ever 
negotiate with terrorists," said 
Faisal At-Marzouk, chief editor 
of a Kuwaiti newspaper. 

“I think it's unfortunate that 
the United States, West Ger- 
many, France have always wan- 
ted to negotiate the release of 
hostages held in Lebanon,” he 
said in an interview. 

Affront 

For two weeks, this land of 
about 1.7 million people — only 
40 per cent of t hem citizens — has 
adamantly refused to meet the 
demands of the hijackers of the 
Kuwait Airways Boeing 747 
seized April 5. 

The hijackers, apparently 
Lebanese Shiite Muslim 
extremists, have demanded that 
Kuwait free !7 pro-Iranian 
militants convicted for 1933 
bomb attacks on the US and 
French embassies that killed at 
least four people. 

An estimated 31 hostages, 
including three members of 
Kuwait's royal family, remain 
aboard the jetliner, which is now 
in Algiers. 

The hijackers have already 
killed two Kuwaiti passengers 
and have vowed to massacre the 
rest unless their demands are 
met. 

Western diplomats said many 
Kuwaitis viewed the hiajeking as 
an afTront and consider it a mat- 
ter of national pride to refuse 
their demands. 

Endured 

“Even if they kill all the hos- 
tages on the plane, we'll never, 
ever release the killers who are 
here in Kuwait,” A1 Marzouk 
said. 

Kuwait has already endured 
several attempts to force the 
release of the 17. who were con- 
victed in 1984. Three of them 
have been sentenced to death. 

Another Kuwaiti jetliner was 


hijacked by Lebanese extremists, 
believed to be related to some of 
the 17, in December 1984. Their 
demand that the 17 be freed was 
rejected. 

Release of those imprisoned in 
Kuwait also has been set as a 
condition for freeing US hos- 
tages held by Islamic extremists 
in Lebanon. 

Visa 

Kuwait even refused to issue a 
visa to Anglican church envoy 
Terry Waite when be sought a 
meeting to discuss his efforts to 
free foreign hostages in Lebanon 
in 1985. 

The US officials who sold 
weapons to Iran in an attempt to 
free those hostages also repor- 
tedly pressed Kuwait briefly — 
and unsuccessfully — to release 
the prisoners. 

Diplomats cited several 
reasons for Kuwait's hard line: 

• As a rich but weak coun- 
try close to powerful and often 
hostile neighbours, it cannot 
afford to be seen as a target for 
blackmail. 

• Kuwaiti officials have 
expressed fear tbalif they knuck- 
led under they would pul other 
nations at risk. 

• A sense that national 
pride is at stake, something that ■ 
looms large in the Middle East. 

Splits 

• Fear that bowiug to the 
hijackers would encourage splits 
between Kuwait's majority 
Sunni and minority Shiite 
Muslim sects. 

Some leading Kuwaitis are 


worried that, like Lebanon, 
Kuwait is threatened by a major 
outside conflict, the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

Lebanon’s civil war was trig- 
gered in part by the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

Iran accuses Kuwait of aiding 
Iraq's war effort, and has fired 
missiles into Kuwait's coastal 
waters and inspired sabotage and 
bombings by Shiites in the coun- 
'jy. 

The Shiite revolution in Iran 
and Kuwait's support of Iraq in 
the Gulf war have strained rela- 
tions between the Sunnis and 
Shiites. 

Kuwait is ruled by Sunnis, but 
many of its Shiite minority are 
ethnic Iranians. Iran is 
predominantly Shiite. 

Defuse 

Those relations have grown 
touchier due to the involvement 
of some Kuwaiti Shiites in the 
bombings, and because of the 
gover“ -—ui's decision to quietly 
move ShiiLes out of sensitive 
positions in the crucial oil indus- 
try. 

Newspapers have accused the 
Jurabo jet hijackers of trying to 
divide Kuwaiti society by releas- 
ing five Kuwaiti Shiites while 
holding onto aJJ the Kuwaiti 
Sunnis aboard the plane. 

In an apparent attempt to 
defuse Sunni resentment, leading 
Shiites on Saturday held nation- 
ally televised religious services 
denouncing the hijacking as anti- 
Islamic and prayed for the hos- 
tages aboard the plane.

occasionally cranky mothers of 
New York. Her first introduc- 
tion to the playschool/nursery 
syndrome is a shock. One 
mother's child has failed to get 
into the most prestigious 
playgroup in the city. “If she 
doesn't get in to the right plays- 
chool, she's not going to get in 
to the right kindergarten. If she 
doesn't get into a good kinder- 
garten 1 can forget about a 
good prep school and any hope 
of an Ivy League College.” 

One by one, her boyfriend 
and her friends desen her, and 
she finds that a pushchair len- 
ders her totally invisible to old 
friends or colleagues, and 
places her at the bottom of the 
New York social ladder. Like 
other women she has to learn 
what it is to struggle every- 
where with a wriggling child 
under her arm. and that work- 
ing ,15 hours a day is now a 
luiAiiy. 

At work she finds herself elb- 
owed aside by ambitious 
colleagues, and given a less 
demanding, less prestigious 
role in the company.

Baby Boom is an entertain- 
ing and endearing film. While 
it’s not riotously funny, it is 
very effectively done, and if you 
like Diane Keaton this film is 
very much worth seeing.

jacket, however, gives an 
impressionistic if somewhat 
sarcastic view of the American 
marine, in his training and 
exposure to battle. 

The first segment of the film 
is devoted Lo the documenta- 
tion of the training of recruits at 
the .US Marines' Penis Island 
Boot Camp. Here, in a stark 
white, well ordered womb, the 
“maggots” (recruits) are strip- 
ped of their individual iden- 
tities, forbidden to speak unless 
spoken to, and rechrislened 
under such names as “Joker," 
"Fatso" and “Dogpuke.” 
Kubrick comes into his own. 
turning the basic training into a 
symphony of movement, so 
keyed to the cadence of drill 
sergeant Lee Ermey's nonstop - 
tongue that one half expects the 
audience to join in the push- 
ups. 

Once the film moves lo Viet- 
nam, we find the all too familar 
pseudo-documentary format, 
the war as seen through the eyes 
of Pvt. Joker (Matthew Mon- 
dine). The order of Perris 
Island is replaced by a chaotic 
nibble of burned out buildings 
and sniper attacks. But, Hke Ihe 
war it depicts, the film loses 
some of its focus, and returns 
again and again to stock 
characters and sequences. The 


trigger-happy helicopter gun- 
.ner from Apocalypse Now is 
resurrected and an extended 
documentary TV interview 
'"seems to have been borrowed- 
from an episode of M*A*S*H. 
~Th& has;1*$n l&uded. as idle 
definitive Vietnam war film but 
! think it will have a difficult 
task: trying to overtake 
Platoon at the box office. 

Broadcast News is a 
smoothly moving story that 
takes us behind the scenes of an 
American network news 
programme based in Washing- 
ton. But, unlike Network or 
Wrong is Right, it is not an 
indictment of the- media. 
Through its premise that net- 
work news is in danger of 
becoming more matinee than 
muckraking, its satire is gentle, 
more along the line of the Mary 
Tyler Moore Show, which 
producer-director James 
Brooks also wrote. The charac- 
ters in Broadcast News are 
either hardworking nice guys 
or amusingly self-serving. 
None of the high-powered 
ruthless media executives here 
(with the -exception of a brief 
appearance by Jack Nichol- 
son). 

It is the relationship between 
the three central characters that 
make the film. Holly Hunter is 
a petite, dynamic news 
. producer whose best friend is 
Albert Brooks, a smart unpoli- 
shed field reporter. William 
Hurt plays a not particularly 
intelligent anchorman whose 
good looks and screen presence

Iran taught 
a good lesson 

THE forces of Saddam Hussein attacked Iranian posi- 
tions on Faw to liberate the peninsula from Iran and to 
show that temporary occupation of a piece of land does 
not mean victory. In military science invading forces 
cannot be considered the final victors. 

Eight years of fierce battles should have been a good 
enough lesson for Iran to realise that it was not easy to 
defeat Iraq. 

During these eight years, Iranian losses and casualties 
have been much higher than those of Iraq, in spite of the 
fact that Iran has the advantages of geographic and 
human resources in addition to huge sums of money with 
which they can purchase arms. 

Iraq showed heroic courage for eight years and has 
achie^d many victories. With each victory, Iraq reaffir- 
med its desire for peace. In contrast, Iran has beconie 
more stubborn with each defeat, in spite of the thousands 
of casualties among its armed forces. 

Saddam Hussein's forces recaptured the Faw penin- 
sula in a record time, wiping out a number of Iranian 
troops. 

Iran thought that by attacking the northern part of the 
warfront, Saddam would forget about Faw. By requiring 
Iraq to spread out its forces, Iran thought Iraq would be 
unable to liberate its lands. 

Iran forgot an important fact: the quality of the people 
and the leadership against whom they are fighting. Had 
they known the true quality of Saddam and his soldiers, 
the Iranian strategy would have been quite different. 

The occupying forces of Faw thought they could enjoy 
the peninsula's waters for a permanent swimming spot. 

But the holy month of Ramadan brought good news 
for the people of Iraq. The liberation of Taw under the 
banner “Ramadan Mubarak" has blessed the 
observance of Ramadan.

Showdown in Afghanistan 

More bloodshed 
when Soviets go 


First round of presidential polls next week

ISLAMABAD, (Reuter): The 
stage is set for a military show- 
down in Afghanistan following 
the Geneva settlement on a 
Soviet withdrawal. 

Guos, not words, will deter- 
mine the immediate future of the 
battle-scarred Asian nation, des- 
pite continuing efforts to 
negotiate a political solution to 
the nine- year-old war. 

That is the gloomy assessment 
of diplomats and commentators 
based in neighbouring Pakistan 
following Thurday's agreement 
on the withdrawal of an 
estimated J 15,000 Soviet troops 
from May 1 5. 

Afghan Muslim guerrillas 
want a fight to the finish with the 
Soviet-backed Kabul govern- 
ment. But even after a guerrilla 
victory .there could be more 
bloodshed as “raujahedeen” 
(rebels) turn on each other in a 
struggle for supremacy, the 
analysts say. 

The accord signed by Pakis- 
tan. Afghanistan, the Soviet 
Union and the United States was 
described by commentators 
variously as historic, ingenious, 
ambiguous, and second-rate. 


“The agreement is diplomatic 
sJeighi-of-hand,” said a 
diplomat “It gets the Soviets 
out, which is a great step for- 
ward. but in effect it leaves the 
Afghans to fight it out among 
themselves.” 

The accord seeks to creaLe con- 
ditions for peace and the return 
of five million refugees — a third 
of the. population — by withdr- 
awing Soviet troops who entered 
the landlocked mountainous 
country in 1979 to support the 
Kabul government. 

The guerrillas took no part in 
the agreement, and neither they 
nor President Najibullah’s 
Kabul government are commit- 
ted to ending the violence. 

Weapons 

The accord makes no promises 
about creating an interim gover- 
nment. a key- mujahedeen 
demand. The United Nations 
wants to foster talks among 
Afghans on the issue. 

“The war will go on but hen- 
ceforth it will be a war between 
Afghans." columnist Naseem 
Rizvi wrote in the respected 
Muslim newspaper. 

“What happens in the vacuum 
created by the Soviet pullout has 


been left to fate.” 

The combatants are unlikely 
to lack weapons. 

Theaocord stipulates an end to 
outside intereference, but Mos- 
cow says it has the right fo keep 
supplying Kabul under long- 
standing treaty obligations. 
Diplomats say the Kremlin is 
pouring in arms and using con- 
crete and heavy armour to stren- 
gthen important defensive posi- 
tions in Kabul. 

Washington says it has the 
right to balance Soviet supplies 
to Kabul with arms shipments to 
the guerrillas. 

Pakistan has hinted it will con- 
tinue to act as a conduit for 
guerrilla weapons through its 
“porous” U00 mile (1,900 km) 
border. 

Faced with a guerrilla 
onslaught after the Soviet with- 
drawal. Kabul will have to rely 
for survival on its much-feared 
secret “Khad” secret police, a 
number of government militia 
units and some tribal groups, 
analysts say. 

Considerable numbers of Lhe 
registered 50,000-member armed 
forces may surrender, they add. 

“I've seen some battalions of 
40 men." a Western diplomat 
with close knowledge of Kabul 
said. He reckoned Kabul's Army 
operated at half-strength. 

Problem 

“People in leadership posi- 
tions will have their backs to the 
wall and they’ll fight. They know 
if they lose, they die. But the 
common soldier can opt out of 
the war,” he said. 

Guerrilla leaders, with tens of 
thousands of armed regulars, 
agree President Najibullah’s 
problem is manpower. 

“He has nobody with him to 
sacrifice for the regime," said 
senior guerrilla leader Gulbud- 
din Hekmatyar. 

No one denies Najibuliah's 
men are well-armed. Pakistani 
President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq said last week they .had 
enough weapons to last three 
years. 

A diplomat said the Kremlin 
“had a lot of political problems 
about abandoning an ally. In 
propaganda terms the arms sup- 
plies protect it from accusations 
of not backing a friend.” 

But analysts say Kabul's man- 
power problems are sucb that 
Soviet commanders preparing 
for the withdrawal are likely to 
try to broker .safe passage 
agreements with the guerrillas. 


French wonder if elections will make any

LE FORNET. France, (AP): 
From the crumbling manor he 
shares with his sheep, Adolphe 
Bonnevie frowns into his field 
glasses at a France caught bet- 
ween Star Wars and Louis XIV. 
He is notcheered by thepresiden- 
tial campaign around him. 

“What will change, whoever 
wins?" asked the aging fanner, 
expresing a common view of the 
likely re-election of Francois 
Mitterrand. “What changed in 
the last seven years? More unem- 
ployment, the same problems .” 

In Paris, lawyer Alain 
Spilliaert made a similar point: 

“People believed in ideologies 
in 1981. They elected Mitterrand 
as a Socialist, to bring about 
change. Now they see their 
problems are beyond ideology. 
They’ll vote for a person, not a 
party.” 

Across France, people echo 
Bonnevie's concerns over jobs, 
technological competition, 
agriculture, education and urban 
problems. Few are willing to 
express more than guarded 
optimism. 

Unemployment is 10.5 per 
cenL Last year's trade deficit of 


S5.5 billion was 60 times higher 
than in 1986. Economic growth

Britain's. 

But more, Frenchmen see an 
erosion of culture and a breaking 
down of the fabled art of living 
which once set France apart Old 
roots are dying, and new growth 
is too sparse. 

Around villages like Le For- 
net tucked away in a back corner . 
of the French Alps, the “crisis” 
takes tangible shape. 

Bonnevie owns most of the 
village, old stone buildings, cob- 
blestones and a patchwork of 
fields. He sits in the sun and 
trains his binoculars on passer- 
sby. Most are in ski clothes. 

Le Fomet is three miles (5.4 
kms) from Val D’Isere which, 
preparing for the 1992 winter 
Olympics, has hurtled itself into 
the space age. 

A sleek train rockets skiers 
straight through the mountain, 
to the top of La DaiJJe. Val DTs- 
cre's relaxed little main plaza has 
vanished below a gigantic hotel- 
mall. 

The last remnants of the past, a 
stone home built in 1642, a gen- 
eration before Louis XIV, the 
sun king, are hardly visible amid

MAEKa " DAKA, Kenya, 
(UPI): However bloody, it was 
not just another African mas- 
sacre. Here in the harsh 
bushlands of northern Kenya it 
helped rekindle ancient tribal 
feuds. 

The slaying of J 5 Boran tribes- 
men recently by rival ethnic 
Somali nomads reflects the bitter 
tribal rivalries that still diride 
much of Africa. 

All over a continent con- 
solidated into nations by colon- 
ial powers only 100 years ago, 
nomads are finding it increasin- 
gly hard to adapt to artificial 
boundaries. Burgeoning popul- 
tion growth rapidly increases the 
demand on often scarce land and 
water. 

Against this background was a 
traditional “feast for the dead” 
at Malka Daka, a cluster of wood 
and hide huts 220 miles north of 
Nairobi, for victims of the mas- 
sacre. 

Intense grief mixed with 
smouldering anger on the proud, 
statuesque face of Harma 
Abduba Kiya as she prayed in 
Islamic fashion for her dead 
brother. 

Killed 

Tume Duba Sharuma saw her 
only son killed by the raiders. 

“The attackers clubbed the 
men at the back rf the head,” she 
said. “Then they turned them 
over and speared them ... they 
also raped one young girl.” 

Survivors said the Somali 
raiders armed with guns and 
Kalashnikov assault rifles took 
2,000 goats and sheep, the trad- 
tional wealth of the Boran 
nomads, whose sole weapon is 
Lhe spear.

“They slaughtered some goats 
and made one woman brew tea 
for them,” said Sharuma. “They 
cooked the meal themselves and 
ate the meat like it was a feast” 

The Borans believe the attack 
.was part of a plan by one large 
Somali group to push them out 
of the grazing lands of Isiolo dis- 
trict to the even drier extreme 
. north of the country. 

“There is increasing competi- 
tion for resources as pastures 
become more and more 
degraded ” said Daniel Stiles, a 
United Nations expert in 
Nairobi who studies nomads in 
Africa. Kenya has the fastest- 
growing population in the world. 

For nomadic tribesmen who 
travel Africa's most arid lands, a 
few acres of vaguely green land 
can mean the difference between 
life and death. And as competi- 
tion for pastures increases, old 
feuds are remembered. 

Fighting 

“The Borans and the Somalis 
have never been friends,” said 
the relative of one massacre vic- 
tim. “We have never accepted 
one another.” 

Sporadic fighting between the 
two nomadic groups goes back as 
far as anyone can remember. 

Bui local tribesmen said cla- 
shes had become increasingly 
bloody over the past decade as 
ethnic Somalis acquired rapid- 
fire rifles from clan members liv- 
ing across the border in Somalia. 

“You don’t kill so many if you 
fight with spears,” said a local 
community leader.” It is dif- 
ferent once you have guns.” 


“Borans used to be stronger 
than the Somalis, but firearms 
are now changing the whole 
equation,” said Stiles. “The 
fi rearms made raids more serious 
affairs. Lossoflifeisincreasing.” 

Local leaders agree that tribal- 
ism played a major role in the 
dispute. 

“Tribal sentiment is overrid- 
ing in this issue,” said one. “The 
best thing is for everyone to stay 
in their area and not to mix.” 

The problem of tribalism isnot 
unique to Kenya. 

Loyalties 

In the heady days of 
immediate posL-independence, 
African leaders talked of 
national cohesion and unity. The 
future looked promising. But 
today, tribal loyalties seem to 
override any sense of national- 
ism in most countries. 

Few find fault with this in 
Africa, where Lhe tribe is usually 
seen as an extension of the clan, 
itself an extension of the family. 

Members are expecied to look 
after each other. If one member 
has power, he will be expected to 
ensure his fellow-tribesmen get 
an above-averge share of the 
fruits of independence. 

Minority tribes complain no 
development funds are allotted 
to their home regions and that 
they cannot get good jobs. 

Usually no African official will 
admit the existence of bitter 
tribal divisions. In Kenya, talk of 
tribalism verges on sedition, as 
does any verbal attack on 
President Daniel Arap Moi s 
Kalenjin tribe.

US responds quickly to 

Iranian mine threat

WASHINGTON, (AP): The 
government quickly decided last 
week that, if it could find 
evidence Iran planted the mine 
that almost sank a US Navy 
frigate, it would use military 
force to retaliate, officials said on 
Monday. 

Top aides to President Ronald 
Reagan also recommended, 
however, the retaliation be 
“proportionate" and not involve 
any direct action against Iranian 
installations on land, the officials 
said. 

The result was a simultaneous 
attack Monday morning on two 
Iranian offshore platforms. 

“The frame of reference was 
pretty well established from the 
very beginning,” said one of the 
officials, who like the others 
agreed to discuss the matter only 
if not identified. 

“We knew something had to 
be done, but there were not a lot

“We’re walking a line here of 
trying to protect freedom .of 
navigation in international 
waters. These platforms have 
been used to support attacks on 
commercial shipping- We also 
need congressional support and 
international support.

The latest confrontation with 
Iran began last Thursday when 
the frigate Samuel B. Roberts 
struck an underwater mine in the 
central Gulf just hours after suc- 
cessfully shepherding an oil tan- 
ker to Kuwait. Ten sailors were 
injured, although the crew man- 
aged to save the ship. 

By the time Reagan met with 
his top security aides on Friday, 
“it had been established con- 
clusively that this was an Iranian 
mine and thaL it had been 
deliberately planted and was not 
a drifter,” one source said. 

Defence Secretary Frank C. 
Carlucci said on Monday there 
was “no doubt” the mine had 
beer, sown by Iran. Citing a 
match of serial numbers on the 
explosives with earlier captured 
mines, he added: “It is very clear 
that they are new mines of Iran- 
ian manufacture.” 

Reagan, after another briefing 
on Sunday night, gave the final 
go-ahead for the retaliatory mis- 
sion.

Catholics in west Belfast despair over high unemployment

BELFAST, (AP): For 23-year- 
old Ciaran Hall, finding a job has 
beconie an impossible dreani. 

“AH my life, I'vcrbeen unem- 
ployed," said Hall, a Roman 
Catholic whose entire life has 
been caught up in the violence of 
Belfast. “I’ve tried everything 
now to gel a job. 1 even tried to be 
a street-cleaner. But there 
doesn't seem much likelihood. 
There's too much prejudice." 

Northern Ireland's overall 
jobless rate is 17 per cent — 
nearly double mainland 
Britain's. Catholics, who compr- 
ise 40 per cent of the province’s 
1.5 million population, suffer 2- 
1/2 times more unemployment 
than Protestants. 

In mainly Catholic West Bel- 
fast, unemployment is about 47 
per cent with pockets as -high as 
86per cent for young men. 

The British government is 


under pressure from local com- 
munity and religious leaders, the 
moderate Catholic Social 
Democratic and Labour Party 
(SDLP) and the Irish govern- 
ment to tackle unemployment 
and urban decay in West Belfast. 

Jobs 

They argue that the area is a 
recruiting ground for the outl- 
awed Irish Republican Army 
because many of its 100,000 
residents have no jobs, live in 
poor housing and are in constant 
friction with the security forces. 

The government has drafted 
legislation to stamp out bias by 
making companies monitor the 
religious makeup of Their work 
forces and threatening criminal 
charges against those who make 
insufficient effort lo recruit min- 
ority workers. 

But the laws will not come into 
effect before next year, and 
critics say they are not tough 
enough. 

The IRA. fighting to end Brit- 


ish rule and unite the province 
with the overwhelmingly Cath- 
olic Irish Republic, regards fac- 
tories. shops and offices as 
legitimate targets, attacking 
dozens even in their West Belfast 
stronghold. The fire-blackened 
shells of the Lake Glen Hotel and 
a number of stores in the heart of 
the district stand as reminders of 
past IRA gasoline-bomb 
attacks. 

Support 

“Poeple turn to paramilitary 
organisations in desperation, 
only when they are a last option,” 
said SDLP spokesman Dan 
Keenan. “If you do give them a 
chance — treat them with 
decency, humanity, and give 
them jobs. 1 think you will find 
support for the IRA withering 
away.” 

The Rev. Matthew Wallace 
told mourners at the funeral of a 
Catholic man killed by a Protes- 
tant extremist that the nation's 
leaders must stop talking and do 


something to alleviate the “great 
deprivation" in West Belfast. 

Northern Ireland secretary 
Tom King, Britain’s chief mini- 
ster in the province, said this 
month that the government is 
working on proposals for the 
economic regeneration of West 
Belfast but details have not been 
disclosed. 

While the focus would he on 
alleviating Catholic unem- 
ployment, west Belfast includes 
one of the most deprived and 
militant Protestant neighbour- 
hoods in the city, the Shankill 
Road, which would also benefit. 

SDLP politician Dr Joe Hen- 
dron told a news conference that 
the party has discussed the 
initiative with senior civil 
servants. Hendron was defeated 
in 1987 for Lhe West BeifasL seat 
in Britain's House of Commons 
by Gerry Adams, leader of the 
IRA's political wing Sinn Fein. 

He called for an initial £50- 
million ($92.5 million) invest- 


ment in west Belfast as part of 
£100-million ($1 85-million) 
“marshall plan” for the area over 
the next five years: 

One proposal before the 
government would finance the - 
creation of up to 20 companies, 
employing 30 to 50 people each, 
which would be owned initially 
by the West Belfast Enterprise 
Board. 

"We hope that if we can prove 
that business can operate safely 
in the area dial we will be able to 
entice outside investment into 
west Belfast,” said John Carlin, a 
board member who teaches at 
the College of Business Studies. 

West Belfast's major employer 
is the Royal Victoria Hospital. 
The area never had an industrial 
infrastructure and its-old textile 
" and spinning factories stand idle. 
The only two major government- 
subsidized businesses in west 
Belfast — the US Ddorean Auto 
Company and Strathem Audio 
Ventures — - both failed.

Greek treasure found in volcano

MARITIME archaeologists 
from Oxford University have 
discovered a cargo of ancient 
Greek potiery.in a wreck off the ■ 
Dpjjheruicqast ofSicflyv Jn ,„, 

The fint^heraAA^d, a^gne>of r ; 
the most important this cen- 
tury, was on a ship which sank 
about 2,400 years ago to a 
depth of 100 feet. It includes 
black glazed fine ware, includ- 
ing cups, bowls, jugs and 
lamps. Ships carrying nothing 
but fine ware are extremely 
rare, although the seabed 
above the wreck exhibits a wide 
range of pottery. 

A diver described the first ■ 
view of the find in the log. "It 
was as if the gods had all be 
silling down to a banquet and 
then, for some reason, they had 
I to dash ofT, overturning the. 
tables in their haste and knock- 
ing down all the crockery." 

The wreck lies in the crater of 
a live volcano 100 feet down. It 
came from the classical period 
which began with the establish- 
ment of Athenian democracy 
and ended with the death of 
Alexander the Great 

Only one other major ship 
from the period — an amphora 
wreck discovered by an 
American team off Cyprus in 
the 1960s — has been 
excavated. 

Little notice was taken when 
a Sicilian first found the wreck 
in the early 1980s. Oxford 
University heard about it in 
1 985 and an authorised expedi- 
tion was sent to the area. The 
wreck was easily located and, 
after only one season’s excava- 
tion, the finds have been 
extraordinary. 

The excavation is being con- 
ducted by the university's 
Maritime Archaelogical 
Research for Europe (Mare) in 
collaboration with Dr 
Giovanna Bacri, the superin- 
tendent of archaeology for

Messina and Dr Umberto 
Spigo, from the Museum of 
Lipari, and the World Ship 
Trust. 

AJ1 work is under the direc- 
tion orMrMensun Bound, the 
■director of archaeology at 
Mare, whose team has been 


excavating ancient wrecks in 
the Mediterranean for eight 
years. The discovery was kept a 
secret for fear oflooters, but the 
site has already been raided 
twice at night and, on one 
occasion, three intact pieces 
taken. 


Mr Bound said: “These peo- 
ple are like vultures and it is 
possible that several hundred 
pieces have already been stolen. 
However, I believe this would 
bave^it tie-effect on-our under- 
standing o£4he wreck because 
the item® are ^repetitive. 1 ” , The ; 
site is patrolled by the police 
and coastguard, using a gun- 
boat and helicopter. 

Mr Bound, who was bom in 
the Falkland Islands, said the 
submerged volcano was near a 
rock called Dattilo, ofT the 
island of Panarea in the 
Aeolian Islands. 

“So far, we have only pen- 
etrated the surface of this excit- 
ing new site. It is impossible to 
say how many seasons it will 
take to complete the work, or 
what discoveries will be made 
as the layers are slowly peeled 
back. 

“I have never seen a wreck 
which has played so hard to get. 
One tries a certain technique to 
extract information, but this 
wreck has been like trying to 
nail jelly to a tree because it 
doesn't respond to a standard 
approach." 

He added that the wreck's 
site meant bubbles of poison- 
ous hydrogen sulpide rise in 
streams from vents. As the ris- 
ing gas dissolves in the water, it 
forms a diluted sulphurous add 
which bums the divers' lips. 

He said: “Divers have com- 
pared this site to working in a 
hot water bottle. The sul- 
phurous emissions have 
created a hard volcanic crust 
over parts of the site, which 
means many artefacts still have 
to be cut free using hammers 
and chisels.” 

The day used in the artefacts 
will be analysed although Mr 
Bound said it was likely that it 
came from Athens, probably 
from the late fifth century to the 
second half of the fourth cen- 
tury BC. 


efl { Increased smoke danger for non-smokers

LONDON: The risk involved 
in non-smokers absorbing the 
i cigarette smoke of others may 
be '"much greater than was at 
first thought. According to the 
latest findings, up to half the 
lungcancer deaths among non- 
smokers could be due to what is 
known as passive smoking. 

Until now it was thought that 
around 200 lung cancer deaths 
a year in Britain could be 
! attributed to breathing other 
people’s smoke, but Sir 
Richard Doll, of the Oxford 
unit of the Imperial Cancer 
Research Fund (ICRF). 
believes 1.500 British non- 
smokers die every year from 
i lung cancer attributed to 
(smoke from other peoples 


cigarettes. 

Last month, in a report to the 
]4lh International Cancer 
Congress in Budapest, he sum- 
marised Lhe results of ten 
studies carried out in Japan, the 
United States, Greece, Hong 
Kong and the United Kingdom 
to check the lungcancer rates in 
the non-smoking spouses of 
smokers. 

He said more than 3,800 
chemicals had been identified 
in tobacco smoke and 50 were 
known to cause cancer in 
animals. He continued: '"Some 
of these are present in higher 
concentrations in the sides- 
tream smoke, to which non- 
smokers are mainly exposed, 
than in the mainstream smoke. 
These include some highly car- 
cinogenic volatile N-nitro- 
samines, which may be present 


in concentrations up to 100 
times greater.” 

However, the death rales 
from passive smoking by non- 
smokers are nothing compared 
with the increased risk of dis- 
ease and death run by smokers. 
In Britain, forinstance, 100,000 
people a year die from smok- 
ing, accounting for one in seven- 
of all deaths. Research scientist 
Mrs Joy Tawnsend at Lon- 
don’s Northwick Park Hosp- 
ital describes this as “the major 
epidemic of this century” 
because smoking deaths 
grea dy outstrip any other cause 
of premature death. 

Despite his pessimism about 
the risks of breathing other 
people's cigarette smoke. Sir 
Richard says research now 
shows a “very great” reduction 
in the lungcancer risk for youn- 


ger men smoking in countries 
where low tar cigarettes have 
been introduced. These include 
Australia. Hong Kong, Britain 
and the United States, and' 
especially the Netherlands, 
where lung cancer deaths in 
men under 45 have dropped by 
53 per cent. 

Scientists say the low tar 
involvement in this drop in 
deaths is borne out by the fact 
that where there has not been 
the same switch to low tar 
cigarettes, lung cancer deaths 
for the same age group have 
risen byatleast 15 percent. This 
group of countries includes 
France, West Germany and 
Japan, says Sir Richard. 

Experts estimate that world- 
wide deaths this year from can- 
cer will total three and a half 
million. LPS

THERE are not many women 
who can hold down three 
careers and prove to be world- 
beaters at all of them. 

But Hollywood superstar 
Cher, the sixties singer turned 
award-winning actress is far 
from an ordinary girl. For now 
she has added a third talent to 
her enviably credentials — as a 
man-eater. 

She has been linked with a 
string of younger men includ- 
ing brat packer Tom Cruise, 26, 
Val Kilmer, 27 and ABC 
producer Josh Donon. 10 years 
her junior — and that is just for 
starters. They came after devfl- 
may-cai e Cher had already dis- 
posed of husband No. 1. Sonny 
Bono and husband No. 2, rock 
star Gregg Allman. 

For Cher, at 41, has a well 
known taste for toy boys, which 
according to the press is fast 
becoming her greatest claim to 
fame. 

Now she is with former pizza 
parlour waiter, 23-year-old 
Robert Cameletti. If his birth 
date is correct, he was bom in 
the same month Sonny and 
Cher's debut record, I got You 
Babe, made number one. 

But il was as a singer that 
Cher first came to the public's 
attention. As the other half of 
the singing partnership Sonny 
and Cher she proved she had 
what it takes to make it to the 
top of the pops. 

Then, with films like Silk- 
wood, Mask and The Witches of 

Eastwick it was Cher the 
actress. She now has a new 
thriller Suspect and an adven- 
ture comedy Moonstruck for 
which she has just won an 
Oscar. 

But inevitably as her profes- 
sional success has grown, so the 
interest in her personal life has 
increased. 

Her childhood was terribly 
muddled. Her mother (who is 
part Cherokee Indian)was 
married and 'divorced five 
times, while Cher (born 
Cherilyn Sarkisian) grew up.

In Las Vegas Cher sang and 
danced with an energy most 
people compared to super- 
woman. She changed her cos- 
tume an incredible 20 times and 
was paid a stunning $100,000 a 
week. 

Transition 

The transition into films was 
not an easy one however. For 
years despite her singing suc- 
cess, Hollywood was reluctant 
to give her work. It took 
producers an amazing eight 
years to notice her potential. 

She says: "I would beat on 
every door of every studio head 
and beg to be given a chance. 
But not one of them wanted to 
know." 

Cher was finally encouraged 
to go to New York and audition 
for parts in plays, by director 
Francis Ford Coppola. Before 
long she was cast in the lead of 
the stage version of Come Back 
to the Five and Dime. Jimmy 
Dean, Jimmy Dean. 

Robert Allman, the play’s 
director said: "I knew she could 
act. All she needed was a chance 
and someone to put confidence 
in her. She is the kind ofactress I 
love. She is instinctive, 
intelligent and she has courage. 

The play was a success. Cher 
was on her way. 

With Silkwood,in which she 
co-starred with Meryl Streep 
she won an Oscar for best sup- 
porting actress. 

Then came 'Mask 1 about a

The only thing that 
she dislikes about Gregg (apart 
from his drug taking) is the fact 
that he does not spend enough 
time with their son, 1 1-year-old , 
Elija Blue. 

Cher gets on very well with 
both her children. And she 
prides herself on being, more of i 
a friend than a parent to them. , 

Tm doing the best I can,” 
she says. “I've no idea bow they 
will turn out, but I hope they are 
well adjusted and happy.” 

Her taste for younger men 
has not helped her efforts to 
produce balanced children 
....especially her latest beau 
Robot Cameletti. 

She says: “My relationship 
with Robert is not the best I 
have had, but it is the most 
important, because it is the 
most healing.

It is full of ancient artefacts and 
has a huge entrance hall and a 
glass roof, that slides back at 
the touch of a button. The kit- 
chen is decorated in bamboo 
and Cher's private bathroom 
sports a double bath. 

But she rarely entertains 
because she cannot stand the 
thought of people treating her 
home with disrespect.

QUESTION: What is peripheral artery dis- 
ease? How is it treated? 

ANSWER: Peripheral artery disease is a 
term used for a number of disorders with 
symptoms such as: constant pain in limbs 
when exercising but none when at rest; night 
cramps; ulcers caused by lack of nutrition in 
certain areas of the body; and severe itching 
and swelling of the limbs. In each case the 
cause of the symptoms relates back to poor 
circulation in the arteries. 

For many years peripheral artery disease 
was thought to be caused only by obstruc- 
tions in the arteries. It now is known to be 
associated with factors that control the 
blood's flow, including its viscosity (ability 
to flow easily), ability to coagulate readily 
and other important characteristics. 

Peripheral artery disease is seen increasin- 
gly in elderly patients and in diabetics. 
About 8 per cent of all adult diabetics suffer 


from peripheral artery disease at the time 
their diabetes is first diagnosed. 

Factors that appear to make the disease 
more likely to occur in diabetics include: 
along history of diabetes, high blood pres- 
sure, increased cholesterol levels and poor 
control of the disease. « 

Among non-diabetics, the probability of 
having peripheral artery disease increases 
with: some condition or illness that predis- 
poses them to the disease, smoking, growing 
old, high blood pressure, high cholesterol 
levels and coronary diseases. 

Should peripheral artery disease not be 
treated it can progress rapidly, leading to 
serious complications including severe 
ulcers on the legs and gangrene — which 
may result in amputation. 

Fortunately, there are several ways to 
fight the effects and causes of this condition. 
They include exercise, stopping any use of 


tobacco, treatment with drugs that dilate 
blood vessels and/or decrease the blood's 
ability to dot, and surgery. 

Additionally, impressive results have 
been obtained recently by treating patients 
with pentoxifylline. It was approved for use 
and marketed in the United States in 1984 
after about 12 years of success in Europe. It 
is a drug that is related chemically to caf- 
feine. Among other things, pentoxifylline 
improves the blood's ability to flow easily to 
all parts of the body. 

As with many diseases, it is necessary to 
start treatment for peripheral artery disease 
as early as possible before it has time to do 
much damage to the body. Once the disease 
is found, your physician will start proper 
therapy immediately and hopefully you will 
be able to prevent serious complications.

Empire of the Son, based 
on an inmate’s account of 
tbe fall of Shanghai, and 
his experience in a Japan- 
ese internment camp is 
‘fantasy woven into a 
story’ say other survivors 
of the same camp. 


A NEW Hollywood blockbu- 
ster based on the fall of Shan- 
ghai to the Japanese was con- 
demned recently as ’a total 
invention'. 

The £15 million epic. Empire 
of tbe Sun , is a 'farrago of 
complete nonsense’ say 
survivors of the internment 
camp on which the film is 
based. 

Only recently the film had its 
premiere in front of the Queen, 
who was deeply moved by 
scenes showing sadistic Japan- 
ese soldiers humiliating women 
and forcing them to endure 
cruel personal experiences. 

But some of the survivors say 
the story, based on the 
experiences of author J.G. 
Ballard, “simply never hap- 
pened." In return Ballard 
claimed his attackers were 
“women who get together 
every year and try to make out 
life in those camps was 
paradise.” 

The- film, featuring Nigel 
Havers, made a star of 14-year- 
old Christian Bale, who plays a 
young English boy caught up in 
the Japanese attack on Shan- 
ghai and who suffers a ‘horren- 
dous' three years in the Lun- 
ghwa camp. 

The film’s publicity says that 
“with starvation and death and 
ever-present threat, Jim (the 
boy) learns how to placate the 
Japanese guards, drink only 
boiled water and eat weevils for 
protein.” 

Ballard claims that ‘most’ of 
the events depicted in the film 
were based on his* own 
experiences in Lunghwa and in 
Shanghai where he saw a rick- 
shaw coolie being beaten to 
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death, executions, public stran- 
gling?; and bodies left lo rot in 
the streets. 

The author says that the 
book on which director Steven 
Spielberg based the film took 
him 40 years to write: “20 years 
to forget and 20 years to 
remember those horrendous 
events". 

But outraged survivors are 
demanding that he publicly 
admit that his book ana the film 
“are fantasy woven into a 
story.” 

Mrs Lesley Chalmers, now 
79, of Stevenage, Hetfordshire. 
spent two and a half years in 
Lunghwa camp after the 
Japanese moved into Shan- 
ghai- 

She said: “Mr Ballard’s 
claims are absolute rubbish. 
There is hardly one so-called 
fact which is true in the book or 
the film. 

“He makes it sound as if the 
Japanese stormed into Shan- 
ghai, killing and herding us into 
camps where the conditions 
were unspeakable. That is so 
ridiculous I can’t believe it. 

“The Japanese set the camp 
up and left us to get on with it. 
We ran it. There was clean 
water to drink and although the 
food was not exactly what we 
would care for today, it was 
nowhere near as bad as Mr 
Ballard is trying to make out. 

“What concerns me, and 
many others who were in the 
camp at the time, is that the 
public wfll go and see this film 


Hollywood’s 
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plays Lincoln’s 
psychotic wife

THE idea at first is a shocker. 
Mary Tyler Moore, 
everybody's favourite wide- 
eyed, upbeat character, playing 
the controversial, bitter, psy- 
chotic Mary Todd Lincoln. 

Nevertheless, in the four- 
hour NBC-TV mini-series 
based on Gore Vidal's best 
seller ’Lincoln,’ the slim, lithe 
and attractive Moore dons a 
padded, hoopskirted war- 
drobe, a wig and a bizarre line 
of hair ornaments and speaks 
with a Kentucky accent to play 
the wife of the country’s 
beloved 16th president. 

On reflection, the role makes 
sense if one stops thinking 
Laura Petrie on The Dick Van 
Dyke Show and Mary Richards 
on The Mary Tyler Moore 
Show and concentrates instead 
on Ordinary People (1980) in 
which she turned in an astute 
performance as an emotionally 
frozen mother destroying her 
fragile son (Timothy Hutton). 

“There is no similarity bet- 
ween the mother in 'Ordinary 
People’ and Mary Lincoln.” 
says Moore, “except that they 
were both beset by problems in 
dealing with life. 

“I read every book I could 
find on Mary Lincoln and she 
still remained an enigma. I 
don’t think anyone will ever 
understand the degree to which 
she was mentally ill. I think, as 
is probably the case with many 
such people, they have 
moments of great lucidity and 
brilliance. On the one hand, she 


was bright, well-educated (far 
beyond the norm for a woman 
of her. time) and politically 
astute. On the other hand, her 
behaviour could be bizarre and 
erratic,” says Moore. 

Director Lamont Johnson 
says that be and Moore had to 
rehearse long hours before she 
felt comfortable with her 
character. 

“She was nervous about this 
one," says Johnson. “It’s a 
loaded character. Mary kept 
telling me, “1 don't want this to 
come olf like a sketch out of a 
’Carol Burnett Show'." With a 
Southern accent, she 1 could 
easily come off that way. But I 
felt she bad the equipment 
necessary to create this charac- 
ter and the more we worked 
together the more 1 realised I 
was in no danger. I had seen her 
do too many wonderful things 
such as 'Ordinary People’ and 
‘Whose Life Is It, Anyway?’ (in 
the late’70s) onstage lo worry. I 
think it's remarkable that this 
lady takes on as many challen- 
ges as she does in areas so 
remote from comedy." 

Complex 

Abraham Lincoln is played 
by Sam Waterston, who 
worked with Moore in Fin- 
negan Begin Again (1985) and 
Jnst Between Friends (1986). 
“One of the extraordinary 
things Mary has done is (o have 
been associated with a charac- 
ter for such a long time as to be 
almost synonymous with her 
and still do other things," says 
Waterston. 

But creating a character as 


and think that this is historical 
fact. Nothing, 1 can assure you, 
could be further from the truth.

“Far from there being 
starvation and death, we even 
had a farm so ive could get fresh 
ttilllf and eggs for the children. 
Where he gets theidea that chil- 
dren were split up from their 
parents, I do not know. No 
children were separated from 
their parents. . 

“We even had Red Cross 
food parcels sent in each 
month. Nothing is made of that 
little fact by Mr Ballard.' 

Miss Phillips lived in Shan- 
ghai from 1938 to 1946, teach- 
ing at the Cathedral School and 
then two years in the Lunghwa 
internment camp. She added 
that although there was contin- 
uous conflict in Shanghai, there 
was ‘no fighting' and the inter- 
nees ‘hardly ever saw the 
Japanese.’ 

“It wasn’t a home from 
home. I'll admit. But Mr 
Ballard was a young boy. He 
ought to have spoken to people 
who were a bit older than him- 
self.' 

“I never saw anyone beaten, 
tortured or whatever and 
neither did anyone else.’ 

Betty Harris, spent two and a 

halfyears in the Lunghwa camp 
— changed in the film to 
another area of. Shanghai, 
Suchow Creek — from the age 
of 20. 

She said: “Our experiences at 
the time were nothing like wh^t 
Mr Ballard is suggesting: 
Maybe that is what he remem- 
bers but I feel he has woven a 
story around the facts. Mr

complex as Mary Lincoln was 
never easy and some scenes 
were more difficult than others. 

“This woman was psy- 
chotic," says Johnson. “I don’t 
think there is any doubt about 
that She could lapse into total 
irrationality. There is one scene 
in which Mary Lincoln thinks a 
colonel’s wife, who is riding in a 
military review, is trying to get 
next to Mr Lincoln, so in front 
of everyone she calls her a 
whore. Mary didn’t want to do 
that scene. Il made the charac- 
ter so unattractive that you 
wondered how she could 
recover. At the end of the show, 
however, Mary told me, ‘I was 
pleased that 1 finally relaxed 
and let all those things show ... 
because essentially she is an 
extraordinary woman, vibrant, 
passionate and intelligent’.” 

The role of -Mary Lincoln 
was also physically difficult for 
the 51 : year-old actress, who 
maintains a darly ballet regime 
that would send women half 
her age to the hospital. 

“It was a challenge for me,” 
she says, “in that whatever 
character I’m playing I

Thatcher exhorts industry to get ready for ’92

LONEK3N, Apnl 19, <AP): 
Prune Minister Margaret That- 
cher yesterday exhorted British 
industry, which is lagging behind 
its European counterparts, to eet 
ready for 1992, when Europe is to 
become one huge, barrier- free 
market place. 

“ ,l ' s 8 oin S ^ make a historic 
difference to Europe and our 
place in the world," Mrs That- 
cher said to a conference of 1 50 
business-world heavyweights. 

We have a chance to be world 
leaders again.” 

The conference was the 
Department of Trade and Indus- 
try's formal launch of a “Europe 
open for business” campaign to 
spur British companies' to 
prepare for the single European 
market, when the 12 member 
nations will become one market 
of 320 million relatively prosp- 
erous consumers. 

The campaign, and the prime 


minister's presence at the launch, 
underscore the Conservative 
government's concern about 
British industry's place in the 
field. 

Tony Blair, an opposition 
Labour Party spokesman on 
trade, accused Mrs Thatcher of 
failing to do enough. 

Informing business of the exis- 
tence of the single market was 
one thing, buL it was quite 
another to take the steps that 
Germany. France and Italy and 
other competitors were taking 
“to make sure we have the levels 
of investment, of industrial 
reconstruction, the technical 
expertise and the training and 
skills to meet the market’s 
challenge," Blair said. 

One- third of Britain's com- 
panies are aware of 1992, com- 
pared with only one in six last 
autumn. Trade and Industty 
Secretary Lord Young said.

However, the number is far 
smaller than the more than 90 per 
cent of French companies and 
the vast majority of West Ger- 
man companies that are aware of 
it. the department says. 

The Common Market in 1985 
began implementing the first of 
300 rules designed to make it 
barrier-free. More than 100 of 
these rules have been passed, the 
remainder are to be completed by 
Dec 31, 1992, a self-imposed 
deadline. 

Products 

The changes mean that, for 
example, companies will be able 
to buy insurance anywhere in the 
market, professionals will be able 
to practice where they like with- 
out having to requalify, and com- 
mon standards are to be establi- 
shed for a wide range of 
products, from toys to construc- 
tion products to food. 

Capital will move freely as will 


product-laden trucks, which 
previously were delayed for 
hours at customs checkpoints. 
Foreigners will be able to bid for 
public contracts. 

As a result. Britain not only 
risks missing opportunities on 
the continent, it also will have Lo 
face increased competition from 
continental companies on its 
own turf. 

Competition 

All European companies will 
face greater competition from 
US and Asian companies, which 
will be eager to take advantage of 

the new market. 

Eager companies already have 
pursued aquisitions to make 
themselves pan-European, or 
have formed alliances with coun- 
terparts in other countries. Many 
have been developing new 
strategies, changing their 
product lines, reorganising their 
sales forces. 


"We feel very strongly that we 
must get this right because loo 
often in the past .'Britain has mis- 
sed opportunities,” Mrs That- 
cher said. 

“Our national failure to make 
the most of the opportunities 
when we joined the Community 
in 1973 was part of a much more 
general failure.” Mrs Thatcher 
said. 

“In ihose days, Britain was in 
the forefront of those resisting 
changes, in fighting to preserve 
the barriers. Some in Britain still 
see it that way but fortunately 
they are getting fewer and 
fewer." she said. 

Strong 

However. Mrs Thatcher 
remains opposed to joining the 
BriLish pound to the Common 
Market's European Monetary 
System of linked exchange rates. 

The prime minister said 
Britain's strong economy 


provided the right climate for the 
island nation to succeed in the 
new market. 

But the prime minister added: 
“1 think that getting to grips with 
that basic proposition (the single 
market) will mean a major re- 
think for companies of every 
size.” 

Jacques Delors, president of 
the European commission, told 
the conference, “there does not 
have to be a corresponding loss 
for each gain. No. all can benefit 
and the opportunities are huge.” 

A recent study showed that the 
barrier drop will add about 5 per 
cent to the Community’s total 
output of goods and services and 
create between 2 million and 5 
million new jobs. Delors said. 

“To compete on the global 
scale requires a larger and stron- 
ger home market than is availa- 
ble to any individual European 
country,” he said. 
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Manpower 
development 
plan for 
South Asia 
proposed 

UNITED NATIONS, April 19, 
(Opecna): Pakistan proposed 
here at the weekend a manpower 
development plan for the seven 
countries grouped under the 
South Asia Association for 
Regional Cooperation (Saarc). 

The seven states are: India. 
Pakistan; Bangladesh, Nepal, Sri 
Lanka, the Maldives and 
Bhutan. 

Outlining the proposal. Pakis- 
tan's Planning and Development 
Minister Dr Mafabubul Haq said 
the plan would require financial 
support from rich nations. 

He said it should be “linked 
with mutual agreed and phased 
reductions in military expen- 
ditures which currently exceed 
$12 billion a year.” 

Haq was delivering the 1988 
Paul Hoffman lecture, establi- 
shed in 1985 in memory of the 
first head of the UN Develop- 
ment Programme (UNDP).

Nigeria stresses 
need to close 
communication 
gap 


LAGpS, April 19, (Opecna): 
Nigerian Federal Minister of 
Information, Tony Momoh. has 
stressed the need to close the 
communication gap between 
technological inventions and the 
institutions and industries that 
should apply them. 

Speaking on the role of his 
ministry in the dissemination of 
technological innovations, the 
ministry said at a symposium 
here yesterday that indigenous 
technological innovations so far 
existed as prototypes begging for 
application. 

He said ihis phenomenon “has 
been the bane of our tech- 
nological development.” 

He said the “well-articulated, 
all-embracing, development-ori- 
ented” national communication 
policy being worked out would 
tackle the apparent poor flow of 
information between inventors 
and users of inventions. 

According to the minister, the 
national communication policy 
would “promote an efficient 
information management sys- 
tern for national development, of 
"which technology is part.” 

He said his ministry had been 
' ' -involved in disseminating local 
1 technological innovations but 
blamed lack of patronage for 
these innovations on “unwilling 

s Nigerian entrepreneurs who may 

implicitly be portraying the 
(information) ministry as not 
reaching them on where and how 
to locale local inventors.”

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JAKARTA, April 19, (UPI): 
The Japanese have been sum- 
moned to invade yet another US 
preserve — Indonesia's oil fields. 

Ginandjar Kariasasmita, 
Indonesia's New Energy Mini- 
ster, has invited Japan to become 
a major oil producer, spreading 
alarm among some US contrac- 
tors that have long dominated 
the local petroleum scene. Gin- 
andjar. who became energy czar 
in a major cabinet reshuffle foll- 
owing President Suharto’s re- 
election in March, is advising 
Japanese oilmen to contest the 
dear lead thdr US counterparts 
have fn technology. 

Exploration 

“US companies have ihe skills 
and that is. why they dominate,” 
Ginandjar, a science graduate of 
Tokyo University and one of the 
brightest young stars in Suhar- 
to's new team, said at his first 
meeting with petroleum industry 
executives. 

“I call on Japan, better known 
as our biggest customer for oil, to 


invest more money in explora- 
tion and production.” he caid. 

Ginandjar, 47, formerly a jun- 
ior minister in charge of foreign 
investment in all sectors other 
than petroleum, replaced 
Subroto, the Montreal-trained 
economist who during his 10- 
year tenure became president of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

Projects 

Though trounced by Japan in 
manufacturing and other sectors 
open to overseas capital. US 
companies still have a strangle- 
hold on the petroleum arena, 
which delivers half of Indon- 
esia’s export earnings and 40 per 
cent of total government reven- 
ues. 

“We made ibis industry what 
it is. Therearenotwo ways about 
it,” said one of the thousands of 
American “oilies” in Indonesia. 

A vibrant petroleum sector 
has helped reformist Suharto 
lum this former Dutch colonial 
outpost into a modern indus- 


trialised stale. The only Opec 
member east of the Gulf, Indon- 
esia is generally regarded as hav- 
ing used its oil wealLh wisely. 

Suharto, the country’s leader 
since 1965, invested heavily in 
infrastructure such as roads and 
irrigation canals, electrification 
programmes and airports, and 
eschewed the son of prestige 
projects that now litter the Mid- 
dle East. 

“Carving out a niche for Nip- 
pon is not going to be easy,” 
observed a Jakarta -based busi- 
ness consultant. 

Noel Hazanow. head of 
exploration at Dallas-based 
Amoseas Indonesia Inc., agreed. 

“1 don't think the LIS can have 
a competitor the way the indus- 
try is set up at the moment,” he 
said. “The dynamics of US com- 
panies exclude the Japanese 
along with everyone else.” 

US contractors pump more 
than 80 per cent of Indonesia’s 
crude and over the last five years 


alone have invested a whopping 
S6.6 billion in finding oil and 
gelling it out of the ground. 
Almost all the liquefied natural 
gas — Indonesia's second-string 
. export — comes from blocks 
operated by US companies, and 
nearly ail of it is shipped abroad 
in US flagged carriers. 

A glance at balance sheets 
shows operations as large as this 
make money •— lots of it. 

Profits 

About one-quarter of Mobil 
Corp.'s global profits accrue 
from its interests in Indonesia. 
Texaco Inc. makes one-third of 
its money here, while Chevron 
earns around 25 percent. Several 
large US companies generate all 
their income from helping 
Indonesia remain southeast 
Asia’s largest oil producer. 

The British and French have 
put up something of a challenge 
to US might in the oil patch. Bui 
not Japan. 

“They don't pumpadrop right 


now.” Hazanow said of Japan. 
“And I don't see the situation 
changing any time soon. To me 
they seem happy enough buying 
an interest in a block, becoming a 
partner, and guaranteeing their 
supply that way." 

As Ginandjar said. Japan's 
reliance on Indonesia oil gives it a 
good reason lo challenge US 
hegemony in the oil fields. 

“In a turbulent world, we are 
their anchor,” he said. “They 
may be able to buy from other 
countries, but we alone can 
guarantee a stable supply.” 

Charges 

Making the best of that 
anchorman position. Indonesia 
charges the Japanese top dollar 
when annual oil sales contracts 
come up for renewal. 

An Energy Ministry spokes- 
man, explaining how Jakarta has 
pulled this off, said “nothing 
worries the Japanese more than a 
cut in supplies from the Gulf. We 
know iL They know it.” 


Computer maintenance workers to visit China

ance experts is uncertain what to 
expect when it arrives in China 
next month for an exchange 
meeting with Chinese computer 
repair workers, the first inter- 
change of its kind.

Taiwan buys gold to improve its trade figures 


TAIPEI, April 19, (Reuter): 
Taiwan plans to buy the 
equivalent of one quarter of the 
world's annual gold production 
this year, mostly from the United 
States, to cut its trade surplus, 
gold dealers in Taipei said. 

Economists said Taiwan was 
effectively trying to manipulate 
its trade figures with the United 
States to head off demands from 
Washington for currency 
appreciation. 

Central-Bank Governor 
Chang Chi-Cheng told reporters 
yesterday the bank had bought 
69 tonnes of gold in the first two 
months of this year, worth 
around $! billion at current 
prices. 

“It will help reduce our trade 


surplus,” he said. 

Chang said the bank would 
buy more gold when the price 
reached a “proper level.” 

Purchases 

Gold purchases are being fin- 
anced from Taiwan's foreign- 
exchange reserves of $75 billion, 
the world's largest after those of 
Japan. The purchases will help 
cut the reserves, which focus 
attention on Taiwan's trade sur- 
plus. 

Falling reserves would also 
ease upward pressure on the 
Taiwan currency and encourage 
the exodus of speculative capita! 
that has fuelled the growth of 
money supply and led to fears of 
inflation. 

Chang said Taiwan’s gold 


reserves were worth about $4.5 
billion at current prices. He said 
Washington had demanded to 
know why Taiwan was buying so 
much gold. 

Taipei is resisting pressure 
from Washington to further 
appreciate the value of the 
Taiwan dollar, arguing that a 
stronger currency will damage 
the island’s export-led economy 
and bankrupt small business 
men. 

Huge gold purchases are being 
made as Taiwan and the United 
States prepare for crucial trade 
talks in Taipei next week, when 
the island will come under ren- 
ewed pressure to reduce its trade 
surplus by boosting the value of 
its dollar. 


Iran lowers oil 
price for Japan 

NICOSIA, Cyprus, April 19, 
( AP): Iran has given Japanese oil 
buyers an additional discount of 
7.5 cents per barrel on spot 
price, the weekly Middle East 
Economic Survey oil review 
reported yesterday. 

The review said following 
heavy pressure from Japanese 
contract customers the discount 
became effective for deliveries 
for the second quarter or the 
year. 

During the first quarter Iran 
was already offering market- 
related discounts from the 
official price set by the Organisa- 
tion. of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to Japanese buyers. 


Aeromexico 
expected 
to declare , r ” 
bankruptcy 

MEXICO CITY, April 19, 
( UPI ): Government-owned 

Aeromexico is expected to 
declare bankruptcy following a 
strike by groundworkere that 
shut down the airline on Tues- 
day, airline sources said yester- 
day. 

Airline officials estimated the 
strike has cost the company more 
than 6.5 million. 

The airline flew 1 5,000 people 
daily to Mexican and foreign des- 
tinations that included New 
York, Los Angeles, Miami, 
Houston, Madrid, Paris and 
South American points. 

Bankruptcy 

The strike has stranded 
thousands and forced inter- 
national travelers to seek alter- 
nate airlines. 

Aeromexico on Thursday 
asked the federal court on con- 
ciliation and arbitration to order 
the strikers back to work. 

The court’s delay in reaching a 
decision and Aeroraexico's 
refusal to negotiation led union 
representatives to believe the 
airline was on the verge of declar- 
ing bankruptcy. 

The strike was prompted by 
Aeroraexico’s decision to phase 
out 13. planes, a decision the 
union claimed would cost 3,000 
jobs. 


Many firms waiting to see IBM strategy 

US defence dollars attracting software 


NEW YORK, April 19. 
(Reuter): A US defence depart- 
ment project to simplify the 
development of weapons sys- 
tems has transformed a tiny 
backwater of the computer 
industry. 

TheprojecL initiated in the late 
1 970s, led to the creation of Ada, 
a computer language used by 
programmers to write software. 

Last year the Pentagon 
decided that all software used in 
the computers Lhat control its 
new weapons — and most of its 
general-purpose computers — 
would have to be written in Ada. 

That decision has convinced 
dozens of companies that there is 
a lot of money to be made selling 
products that help software 
wriiers work in Ada. 

Their customers, big defence 
contractors like Lockheed. Boe- 
ing and TRW are already spend- 
ing millions of dollars to boost 
their Ada capabilities, and Ada- 
related spending is expected to 
soar over the next several years. 

Industry participants agree 
that it is hard to estimate tne 
potential market for Ada 
products because most contrac- 


tor outlays are dependent on the 
Pentagon’s budget. Neverthe- 
less, expectations are running 
high. 

By 1 992, the value of Ada soft- 
ware programmes intended for 
military use in the United Stales 
will rise to $10 billion from $300 
million this year, according to 
estimates by Kenneth Bosom- 
worth, president of International 
Research Development, a Con- 
necticut-based market research 
firm. 

“The companies developing 
those programmes will spend up 
to $300 million on Ada-related 
products and services in 1992, up 
from only $70 million in 1988,” 
said Bosomworth, who also 
publishes the Adadata newslet- 
ter. 

Ada was the Pentagon's ans- 
wer to a problem that had com- 
plicated plans to deploy new 
fighter planes, guided missiles, 
tanks and other weapons so 
sophisticated lhat they need 
banks of computers to run them. 

The problem was that a com- 
plex weapon like a jet fighter is 
typically equipped with a variety 
of computerised systems desig- 


ned and built by a number of 
contractors, which often write 
software in different languages. 

This made it difficult to ensure 
that all systems would work 
together and left the Pentagon 
with little flexibility to use the 
same system in other weapons. 

Competition 

The Pentagon ded-J. J -cat it 
needed a single programming 
language lhat could serve as the 
standard for weapons develop- 
ment. A competition was held, 
and the winner was a French 
group headed by Dr Jean Ich- 
biah, a former Honeywell-Bull 
scientist 

Ada — named in honour of 
Augusta Ada Byron, the daugh- 
ter of romantic poet Lord Byron 
and heralded as the first com- 
puter programmer — can make it 
easier to maintain software 
programmes once they are 
operational, an expense that 
accounts for a huge portion of 
the Pentagon's software costs. It 
also enables programmers to 
create software modules that can 
be stored in a library and reused 
later. 

“There are currently 87 


weapons projects for which Ada 
is a requirement," including 
those that are part of the strategic 
defence initiative, the space- 
based missile defence system, 
said Pentagon spokeswoman Jan 
Bodani. 

Also, the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (Nato) will 
use Ada, although not 
exclusively, as will the US Space 
Agency's planned space station, 
she said. 

Some 30 US companies are 
selling or developing Ada com- 
pilers — which translate Ada 
into the digital language under- 
stood by computers — databases 
and other products. Others 
provide training for program- 
mers and other services. 

In the United States, Ada has 
not been adopted widely outside 
of the military sector. But many 
companies overseas have begun 
to put it to commercial use. 

For example. Ada is a main- 
stay in the Finnish banking 
industry. In Japan, program- 
mers for Nippon Telegraph and 
Telephone Corp are working in 
Ada. 

Yet Ada is being tested by a

growing number of US corpora- 
tions. 

Analysts said they expect Ada 
to catch on in applications such 
as airline reservation systems, 
automatic teller machines and 
factory automation. But it is still 
not clear how widespread busi- 
ness use of the language will 
become. 

“Where the commercial use of 
Ada in the US is headed is still a 
big mystery,” said Bosomworth. 

He estimates commercial Ada 
sales could reach S300 million by 
the early 1990s, compared with 
just 20 million today. Tie added, 
however, that many companies 
are waiting to see the strategy 
taken by International Business 
Machines. 

A latecomer to the Ada 
market, IBM at the end of last 
year signed marketing 
agreements with three key Ada 
vendors. 

Analysis said that those 
agreements, which will allow 
IBM to bid on a. larger number of 
defence contracts, are an indica- 
tion that the world's largest com- 
puter maker has decided that the 
Ada market cannot be ignored. 


Economy in fine fettle, 
says SBI chairman 

BOMBAY, April 19: D.N. Ghosh, Chairman of State Bank of 
India, struck an optimistic note while pointing ont that despite the 
severest drought witnessed last year, national income had drown a 
positive growth. Industry also saw a growth rate of &5 to 9 per 
cent, dearly' indicating the built-in resilience of the Indian econ- 
omy. A well-diversified industrial product-mix had clearly helped 
the country withstand one of the worst -ever droughts. Ghosh 
made these remarks while giving details about the performance of 
seven associate banks of the State Bank group in 1987. Realising 
the fact that India was a country of villages, their number being 
5,32,000, there was a qualitative shift towards rural lending. 
Oting an example, he said, in 1969 one bank branch served as 
many as 359 villages against about 1 50 villages today. Answering 
a question, Ghosh said be found nothing wrong with "loan melas’. 
In Tact these were a sort of credit camps. He himself bad 
advocated them more than a decade back in order to make 
villagers, who were shy to go to banks, cultivate banking habit 

When needy people were offered loans in a group, it inevitably 
helped to spread the banking message. He said credit camps 
acquired bad nam e partly because of some in-fighting among 
banking staff. Gbosh was not enthusiastic about commercial 
. banks kindling portfolio management Some of banks misused 
tiro facility while trying to make fast money under the shroud of 
portfolio management. He said RBI was right in stopping com- 
mercial banks from buy-back arrangement When a cheat came 
to a bank with certain amount of money for portfolio man- 
agement, while be had a right to reap windfall profit, he should 
have an obligation to bear losses, he added. Because of indis- 
criminate portfolio management, some banks were sometimes 12 
to 14 weeks behind depositing CRR and SLR with Reserve Bank, 
he said. Although State Bank itself initiated portfolio man- 
agement and, in fact one of the first in the field, SBI was now 
going slow on the whole issue, he added. 

EEC budget passes first 
parliamentary vote 

STRASBOURG, France, April 19, (AP): The European 
parliament on Thursday endorsed Che European Economic Com- 
munity's long-overdue 1988 budget and returned it to the 12 
member governments for a final approval together with a request 
for an increase in social spending. 

The parliament's second, and last vote on the spending 
measure is expected in May. In a rare display of onity, the 518- 
member legislature voted for a budget only marginally higher 
than the 43.4 billion European currency units (S53.4 billion) 
proposed by the governments. 

Most of its changes called for increases in the spending on 
development aid and the community's social programmes. So far 
(his year, the EEC has been operating on an emergency monthly 
basis at last year's levels. The unprecedented delay was caused by 
the member states' wrangle over the reform of the Community’s 
runaway farm spending. In over 400 amendments to the govern- 
ment's budget draft, the parliament added about 366 million Ecus 
($450 million). 

Parliamentary sources said they expected the member states to 
agree to most of the amendments. But in a more controversial 
provision, the parliament asked the states for a greater role in 
setting the Community's annual spending limits. The 
parliament's budget draft calls for a total of 7 S billion Ecus ($9.2 
bflfion) on social and regional development projects. Much of the 
money would pay for programmes designed to reduce Europe's 
double-digit unemployment and to develop regions hit by indus- 
trial decline. Almost 1 billion Ecus ($1 33 billion) would be spent 
on emergency food aid and financial assistance to developing 
countries. 

IA to take 5 Boeings on lease 

BOMBAY, April 19, Indian Airlines is getting five Boeing 737s 
on lease to tide over the present shortage of aircraft. The aircraft, 
on lease from Airbus Industrie, are to be delivered to Indian 
Airlines by July 1988, according to Gerry Pais, Managing 
Director of Indian Airlines. In an interview with the one ofleading 
economic dailies in India, Pais said that, by May 1989, Airbns 
Industrie will begin delivery of the 1 9 Airbus 320s for which orders 
have already been placed. Indian airlines has performed impres- 
sively this year and is all set to make a record profit of Rs75 crores 
in 1987-88, be said. Last year the profits totalled Rs63 crores. 
This performance was achieved at a time when the country's 
international carrier was in the red. This success had been 
achieved by catting down costs and restructuring of routes, be 
said. All the long distance routes were profitable while the short 
routes had been a drag on our resources. 

Forty per cent of ludian Airlines' routes were long distance and 
the remaining short routes, be added. Regarding the shortage of 
pilots. Pais said that at present 52 pilots picked up from various 
flying clubs and some ex-Air Force pilots were undergoing 
training. 20 pilots would be ready to join the airlines in the next six 
months, he said. 

With the introduction of the three-axis sunulators, pilots could 
now be trained on the ground itself, though once you were in the 
cockpit it never gave the feeling of being on the ground, he 
stressed. The induction of leased Boeing aircraft from Airbus 
Industrie into the Indian Airlines service had been resorted to 
earlier too, to make up the shortfall in aircraft in the backdrop of 
growing traffic. 

Panama banks open for deposits 

PANAMA CITY, April 19, (Reuter): Lines at Panamanian 
banks, open for their first day of limited service in six weeks, were 
small and orderly, despite bankers' fears that angry crowds would 
demand access to cash that has been frozen for six weeks. Tiro 
banks, shut do wn by economic sanctions aimed at oustingmiUtary 
leader General Manuel Antonio Noriega, opened only to receive 
deposits on Monday, and bankers had feared afraid angry 
customers, once inside, would demand their money. But while 
lines with up to 30 people started forming outside several banks in 
the morning before opening, tiro total number of depositors were 
few and well behaved. Two international banks reported a total 15 
to 20 customers arriving to deposit checks. The ten depositors at 
one Panamanian bank were mostly small business owners, a derk 
there said.” If they at least deposit tbeir checks they feel like there 
is some movement in their business,” be said. 

Panamanians have been strapped for cash since sanctions by 
Washington cut off the supply of US dollars — the nation's legal 
currency — as part of a Campaign to topple Noriega, who had 
been indicted on US drug trafficking charges. Noriega, Panama's 
de facto leader, has defied pressure to step down and the military 
dominated government has been struggling to find a way to keep 
the economy afloat and reopen banks, shot on March 4 to avoid 
massive withdrawals by depositors. 

Economy poised for growth 

KUALA LUMPUR, April 19, (Kona): AD the signs show that 
Malaysa's economic growth this year is likely to be better titan in 
1987. More jobs are also likely to be created, beginning this 
month. This is tiro finding of a survey on business conditions 
conducted by the Malaysian institute of Economic Research 
(Mier). The Mier says the manufacturing sector, which is enrret)- 
tiy leading tiro growth of the economy, ended tiro first quarter of 
this year with a vibrant performance. Its busaness conditions 
index rose four points to 64 during the first three months of tiro 
year against an Index level of 60 for the final quarter of 1987. 

The Mier says any number above 50 — the scale measures op to 
1 00 — - is viewed as a sign of positive growth. 

While much of the recovery last year was due to the strength of 
the export sector, the findings from the survey suggest that 
domestic demand is growing, it adds.

Drop in production points 
to steadier pace of growth 


BRITAIN’S economic growth is 
showing signs of slowing to a 
steadier pace, with industrial 
production falling sharply in 
February, according to the 
Times. 

The latest indicators will help 
to reassure foreign holders of 
sterling that the danger of the 
economy overheating is passing. 
But there is little sign of a slow- 
down in earnings where the 
underlying rate of increase in 
February was an unchanged 8- 1 / 
2 per cent. As a result, manufac- 
turers’ unit cost jumped sharply 
on the month and productivity 
feU back. 

The employment secretary, 
Norman Fowler, said: “It is in 
everybody’s interest — par- 
ticularly the unemployed — that 
wage negotiators take note of the 
fact that inflation continues to be 
low.” 

Slowdown 

The slowdown in output was 
concentrated in manufacturing 
where production fell by more 
than 3 percent in February, from 
an upward revised index level or 
113.9to 110.3(1980= 100). Out- 
put was affected by the Ford dis- 
pute, while adjustments for 
seasonal factors and the leap year 
may also have led to distortions. 

Nevertheless the Central Stat- 
istical Office has reduced its 


estimate of the underlying 
annual rate of growth from 6-1/2 
per cent to 5-1/2 per cent.

Gulf tensions keep boosting dollar 


LONDON, April 19, (Reuter): 
Worries about tension in the 
Gulf kept boosting the dollar 
today, but oil and gold prices 
eased as traders cashed in gains 
made when prices j umped yester- 
day after US and Iranian forces 
clashed. 

But six months after 'Black 
Monday' — the day Wall Street's 
Dow Jones industrial average 
plunged 22.6 per cent, or 508 
points — stock markets were 
quiet and prices hardly moved. 

Gained 

London’s FTSE index of 100 
blue chip shares opened 4.2 
points higher at 1,792, while 
Tokyo's 225-share Nikkei index 
closed just 14.45 points lower at 

26,657.00 — still above its 1987 
peak, set just before the October 
crash. 


“The event is over but the 
memory Ungers on." said Larry 
Wachtel of Prudential-Bache 
Securities, in New York. 

The dollar gained half a pfen- 
ning and a third ofayen to 1 .6625 
West German marks and 1 24.40 
yen. It rose more than a cent to 
trade around 1.8930 British 
pounds sterUng. 

“The dollar is going to remain 
steady as long as there is this sort 
of tension in the Gulf. Nervous- 
ness always pushes people back 
to thedoliar,” a Paris dealer said. 

Down 

BulUon dealers said trading 
was quiet as gold prices eased in 
response to the dollar's slight 
gains.

Worries 

Silver also fell in London 
where it was selling a bid price of 
$6.42 a troy ounce compared 
with $6.49 late yesterday. 

Traders say that while they 
always worry that the war could 
stop shipments of oil from the 
Gulf, through which about one- 
tenth of the non-Communsit 
world's oil moves, international 
oil markets remain glutted. 

That helped limit the rise in oil 


prices after yesterday's dashes, 
dealers said. 

Yesterday’s rises did renew

“In terms of inflation, it is not 
so much the immediate impact 
but the worry is there," said 
strategist Craig ChudlerofSmitfa 
New Court Far East, in Tokyo. 
Payments 

In Japan, dealers said they 
were also unsettled by falling US 
bond prices, fearing that their 
continuing slide means US inves- 
■ tors are betting that inflation is 
about to rise. 

A drop in bond prices boosts 
the effective interest-rate return 
an investor receives — basically, 


buyers are get ting their fixed-rate 
payments at a discount. 

By marking the price of bonds 
lower, investors are saying 
current returns are too low and 
the main reason is that many are 
feeling inflation rates will rise 
faster than they had thought. 

Inflation worried stock mark- 
ets, too. Pans shares eased, with 
the bourse indicator down 0.23

World Bank chief would ease payments 


Third World debt expected to reach $1 ,245t at the end of this year 


WASHINGTON, April 19, 
(AP): Proposals on reductions 
and easier terms for the poorest 
borrowing countries in paying 
their debts to the World Bank 
were announced on Friday by 
President Barber Conable. 

One proposal would have 
saved about 40 countries from 
Bangladesh to Zambia $56.4 
million if it haa been in effect in 
the year that ended last June 30. 
spokesman Bill Brannigan said. 
Conable said in a speech that he 
expects this to be approved by 
the 151 governments that own 
the bank. It would remove a fee 
of 0.5 percent on loans promised 
but not yet disbursed. 

Loan 

He added that he also had 
proposed new terms to ease the 
burden of the.debt and increase 
flows from Lhe Bank. 

The version of his speech dis- 
tributed to reporters did not say 


what the new terms would be. 
They could include longer 
repayment periods: for example, 
a loan repayable in 15 years 
might be stretched to 20. 
Another possibility is the length- 
ening of grace periods during 
which only interest, and not prin- 
cipal, is repaid 

Agreement 

The Bank authorised about 
S17.5 billion in loans last year 
and is hoping to make it close to 
S20 billion for the year that will 
end this June 30. 

Conable said the Bank will try 
to mobilise more help from other 
sources: commercial banks, 
governments and other lenders. 

“But this must be a joint effort 
of all the major parties 
involved," he said. “We look to 
others to contribute their resour- 
ces in the search for such solu- 
tions.” 

Conable was speaking to the 


joint development committee of 
the bank and its sister organisa- 
tion, the International Monetary 
Fund. 

Third World debt is rising, 
expected to total $1,245 trillion 
at the end of 1988. But there is 
widespread agreement that these 
countries need still more loans to 
hetp develop them out of their 
poverty, especially since they 
paid out $29 billion more for 
imports and in debt payments 
last year than they took in from 
exports and new loans. 

Earnings 

In a report to the committee, 
Conable said the overriding issue 
is to reduce that burden. Otherw- 
ise Third World countries will 
start reducing their payments, he 
warned. 

The same meeting heard an 
optimistic speech from US 
Treasury Secretary James A. 
Baker III. 


In 1 5 heavily indebted “middle 
income” countries, export earn- 
ings have risen sharply and 
imports have increased, he said. 
Middle income countries are 
those like Mexico, where accord- 
ing to the bank's most recent 
figures the average income in 
1986 was $1,850 down from 
2, 100 in 1985. 


Aid 


The figure for the United 
States was SI 7,500 in 1986. 

Baker said that compared with 
the early 1980s, prospects for the 
poorest countries in Southern 
Africa are “somewhat more 
favourable." These countries 
indude Burkina Faso, where the 
average income per citizen is 
estimated at SI 50 lor 1986 — less 
than 50 cents a day. 

Nigel Lawson, Britain's Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, called on 
governments to convert their aid 


-loans into grants and reduce 
interest rates on others, 
especially for Africa. 

The US government has been 
resisting interest rate reduction 
for the poorest countries, con- 
tending that it would give a bad 
example for middle-income 
countries. It has not made any 
conversions to grants. Bert Kull, 
a spokesman at the US Agency 
for International Development 
(USAID), said it could do 
neither without Congress pass- 
ing a law. 

Baker did not mention these 
subjects in the published version 
of his speech. 

“The UK (United Kingdom) 
alone has written off getting on 
for half a billion dollars of 
African aid loans since 1979,” 
Lawson said. “Many other.... 
countries have done the same.” 

He called the problem “pain- 
fully simple.” 


Energy meeting gives ne

THE convening of the Fourth 
Arab Energy Conference in 
Baghdad last mouth according 
to the plans drawn up during the 
third conference in Algiers in 
1985 was a remarkable 
achievement given the circum- 
stances prevailing in Iraq and the 
Arab world. Economic condi- 
tions in the Arab countries have 
been rather grim, with oil reven- 
ues this year being less than half 
what they were during the last 
conference according to Oapec 
monthly bulletin.

In addition, Iranian attacks, 
especially on Baghdad, inten- 
sified immediately before and 
during the conference.

On the contrary, these factors 
increased the determination of 
the conference sponsoring ins- 
titutions to convene the con- 
ference on time, with presenta- 
tions and discussions proceeding 
exactly as planned. 

This achievement was made 
possible by the cooperation and 
generosity of the host country, 
Iraq, the dedication of the spon- 
soring institutions, and, most 


importantly, the wiUingness of 
participants to shrug off any 
risks in order to strengthen Arab 
ties. The conference’s success 
was more than symbolic, it 
showed, by no measure, a com- 
mitment to the conference as an 
institution. The enthusiastic par- 
ticipation in the conference was a 
dear indication of the growth ot 
independent Arab thinking on 
energy issues. ' - 

An intensive discussion oi 
current and future energy 
developments during the four 
days of the conference resulted m 
jnany conclusions that will be 
useful to Arab policy-makers 
and analysts.

IMF finds itself in a monetary nightmare 


Six-year-old debt crisis seems as severe as ever 


WASHINGTON, April 19, 
(Reuter): Away from the brave 
words about global economic 
harmony and cooperation, the 
six-year-old debt crisis seems as 
severe as ever to the heavily 
indebted nations of sub-Saharan 
Africa and Latin America. 

“I keep wanting to believe 
things in my country are going to 
improve, that the sacrifices are 
going to be worthwhile, but I am 
far from certain," said one Third 
World official who attended last 
week's semi-annual meeting in 
Washington of the International 
Monetary Fund and World 
Bank. 

Activity 

Other officials were already 
calling the 1980s "the lost 
decade, the decade when econ- 
omic activity stood stilL” 

They said since 1980 per- 
capita income has dropped by 
one-quarter in sub-Saharan 
Africa and one-seventh in Latin 
America. “ ’ 

Since 1982, developing 
nations have been repaying more 
money than they have bedn get- 
ting in new assistance, further 
hurting efforts to bring about 
economic reform. 


balance of payments problems. 

When the debt crisis emerged 
in 1982 with Mexico warning 
that its reserves were so low it 
might have to default on its 
foreign debt, the IMF found 
itself in a monetary nightmare. 

These days the crisis seems less 
dramatic but in many ways more 
pervasive. The.IMF worries that 
failure by a growing numbed of 
countries to repay loans could 
undermine broad new initiatives 
to help the very poorest coun- 
tries. officials say. 

In the past, IMF officials 
publicly have tended to play 
down the payments arrears, say- 
ing the sums involved were still 
only a tiny part of its overall loan 
portfolio. But behind the scenes 
IMF managing director Michel 
Camdessus is giving the problem 
increasing attention, monetary 
sources said. 


Adjustments 


Crisis 


There is growing evidence that 
even repayment of loans to the 
IMF has become financially or 
politically impossible for some 
countries. Such a turn of events 
would have been considered 
unthinkable just a few years ago. 

Traditionally, the IMF makes 
relatively short-term money 
available to countries to help 
them through temporary 


At present, Vietnam. Peru, 
Sudan. Zambia, Liberia and 
Guyana have been declared 
ineligible for new loans — one of 
the harshest IMF sanctions 
available for being late with 
payments. 

Two others nations — Sierra 
Leone and Somalia — are in 
arrears on payments and are con- 
sidered in danger of being added 
to the list. A number of others are 
also worrying officials. 


What bothers Camdessus and 
other officials most is that all the 
countries already declared in 
ineligible and those on the dan- 
■ ger list are the ones which would 
benefit from a recently 


broadened structural adjust- 
ment economic facility. 

The rise in the facility, a Cam- 
dessus priority, was aimed at hel- 
ping the poorest countries to 
cope better with their plight. 

Camdesssus convinced coun- 
tries that the facility should be 
tripled to 5)2 billion „ allowing 
vast new funds to be channelled 
into the poorest countries- 

British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson 
proposed during last week’s 
meetings a system under which 
nations that kept to certain econ- 
omic conditions over a year 
could become eligible for new 
loans without having their 
payments up to date. 

While the debt issue loomed 
large during the meetings, some 
monetary sources said it seemed 
to be pushed aside by a sudden 
drop on Wall Street on Thursday 
and the retreat of the dollar that 
resulted from Washington’s 
announcement that the US trade 
deficit worsened in February. 
Markets had been expecting it to 
improve for the third straight 
month. 

Retreat 

Prior to the stock market 
retreat, the Group of Seven 
industrial countries had painted 
a largely sanguine view of their 
efforts at economic cooperation 
to stabilise currencies. 

The major currencies had been 
in relative balance in recent mon- 
ths, and it seemed that the larger 
countries had weathered the 
stock market crash of October 1 9 
without any lasting damage. 

But Thursday's market retreat 


set off a scare that turned the 
attention of finance ministers 
and central bankers back to the 
issues of imbalances among 
wealthy countries. 

On Friday, the day the meet- 
ings ended, bargain hunters 
came back into the markets and 
share values turned stronger 
again. 

‘‘To the poorest’ countries/ 
however, the lesson was clear. 

Problems among major 
nations have not gone away and 
there is some reason to doubt 
that the major non-Communist 
economies would grow over the 
next two years as the IMF is 
predicting. 

To the developing countries 
this is one of the greatest fears of 
all. If economies of the industrial 
countries which are still enjoying 
one of the longest expansions in a 
generation were to weaken 
badly, perhaps slip into reces- 
sion. the impact on the poorest 
countries would probably be 
devastating. 

In the past, the poorest coun- 
tries had called for a massive new 
approach to the global debt crisis 
on the grounds that current 
efforts had failed. But such an 
arrangemen t could take years to 
put into place and, for the 
poorest countries, this is far too 
long, officials said.

WASHINGTON, April 19, 
(AP): Finance leaders of the 
seven major industrial nations 
have endorsed a plan that would 
restore a small part of the 
prominence that gold once 
played in world monetary sys- 
tems. 

The plan, pushed by US 
Treasury Secretary James Baker 
III, would use gold as one of a 
“basket” of commodities to be 
watched by financial officials for 
indications of worldwide infla- 


tion. 

Using the commodities as a 
guide would help them stabilise 
currency exchange rates, accord- 
ing to the plan. ' ' 

The so-called Group of Seyen, 
including the United States, 
Japan, West Germany, Britain, 
France. Canada and Italy, also 
agreed at their recent meeting to 
continue efforts aimed at preven- 
ting the dollar from declining any 
further. 

-Lower 

The United States and its six 
allies decided in September 1985 
to push the dollar lower to 
correct America’s huge trade 
deficit, but the countries have 
been trying since February 1987 
to halt the currency's decline. 

The effort did not meet with 
much success last year, and the 
steadily deteriorating doUarwas 
cited as one of the reasons the 
world's financial markets were 
thrown into turmoil last 
October. 

Baker first unveiled his com- 
modity price indicatorat the Last 
meeting of the seven countries’ 
finance leaders in September. 
Some nations expressed skepti- 
cism then, wondering whether 


the idea was a veiled effort to re- 
introduce a gold standard.. 

But Baker picked up enough 
converts to get the proposal 
endorsed, although other fin- . 
ance ministers stressed ' that 
many details' of the plan, inclod- 
ing just what commodities to 
include, still remain to be worked 
out. 

Approach 

Baker has insisted that his 
approach is not an effort to 
return to 4he gold-based mon- 
etary system that existed between 
the end of World War II and 
1973. For most of that time, the 
price of gold was fixed at $35 an 
ounce and the currencies of other 
governments w«e set at ' fixed/, 
rales based on the dotidr. ' - / 

• President Richard "tfixon 
broke the link with gold in 1973 
as the system crumbled under the 
weight of rising inflation and . 
large trade imbalances. 

In another victory for Baker, 
the joint statement singled out 
the' newly industrialised coun- 
tries in Asia for criticism for their 
continued high trade surpluses. 

It urged those nations to do more 
to lower their own barriers to 
other countries' exports and to 
allow their currencies to rise in 
value iu relations to the dollar. 


Critical 


These developments are seen 
as critical by the administration 
if the United States is to make 
progress this year in reducing its 
trade deficit, which hit a record 
$171 billion in 1987. Almost one- 
fourth of that total came in trade 
with South Korea, Taiwan, 
Hong Kong and Singapore. 

Analysts saw the latest com- 


munique as a cqntin^^E^ of 
Baker's three-year effort! to 
reduce -America's huge tiiade* 
■ deficits: - They, said there Was 
probably a renewed urgenejr in 
the push since Baker’s a longtime 
friendj^Yice President Gteorge 
Bush, would like to see further 
improvements, before the 
November presidential election. 

“The (opposition) Democrats 
are standing ready to hang the 
Republicans on the trade issue at 
the first sign of new trouble. 
Baker doesn't want to give them 
the opportunity./* said Allen 
Sinai, chief economist of the Bos- 
ton Co.

Texas raises possibility of 
cooperation with Opec on prices 


WASHINGTON, April 19, 
(AP): A suggestion that the US 
slate of Texas may cut. produc- 
tion and cooperate with Opec to 
shore up oil prices raises serious 
antitrust questions and would 
not be in the country's best 
interests, oil analysts and gover- 
nment officials said yesterday. 

"You can imagine what the 
(Ronald) Reagan administra- 
tion thinks about it." said a State 
Department official who spoke 
only on condition of anonymity. 
“It’sa organisation that does not 
operate in US interests.” 

Doug Elmets, press aide to 
Energy Secretary John Herring- 
ton, said: “It's the department's 
belief and the government’s 
policy that assistance to Opec in 
its effort to manipulate the price 
of oil is not the correct 
approach." 

Production 


The Harte-Hanks newspaper 
group disclosed last week that 
Kent Hance, one of three mem- 
bers of the Texas Railroad Com- 
mission, which regulates oil 
production in the southwestern 
state, would discuss the pos- 
sibility of reducing Texas’ oil 

g reduction with officials of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries during the 


organisation's April 23 meeting 
in Vienna. 

“I think there is a good chance 
the commission could pet 
involved,” Hance said. "I think 
that (cutting Texas production) 
is one of the things that has to be 
considered. It would be one of 
the items we would discuss.” 

Hance said he would not make 
any deals without the approval 
of his colleagues and Texas 
Governor Bill Clements, who 
have told him to go ahead with 
the trip. 

Doubts 

Some industry analysts 
expressed doubts about the wis- 
dom of such an action, while oth- 
ers questioned its legality. 

“It is probably a violation of 
the (US) antitrust laws." said 
John LaxnonL oil specialist in the 
Washington law firm of Lobel, 
Novins. Lamont and Flub. 

However, William Baxter, 
who headed the antitrust div- 
ision of the Justice Department 
early in the Reagan administra- 
tion, said, “it is fairly standard 
doctrine that the antitrust laws 
apply only to private activity," 
not action by a state. 

Hance's efforts pose “a very 
interesting question. The econ- 
omic evil that results is precisely 


the evil that the antitrust laws are 
aimed against,” Baxter said in an 
interview from the Stanford 
University law school in Palo 
Alto, California, where he is a 
professor. 

Output 

Texas is the United States’ No. 
1 oil producing state. Statistics 
for 1986, the most recent that 
break down production by state, 
show output of 2.3 million bar- 
rles from 20 1 ,000 wells — a quar- 
ter of the nation’s production 
and a third of its wells. 

Since 1 972, theTexas Railroad 
Commission has set allowable 
production quotas at 100 per 
cent of capacity. It was these 
quotas that had permitted Texas 
to serve the role of "swing 
producer” in world oil markets 
before the rise of Opec in the 
1960s and 1970s. 


Collapse 

Texas was hit hard by the oil 
price collapse of 1 986 engineered 
by Opec’s leading producer. 
Saudi Arabia. The state lost 

8,000 wells during that year. The 
average price at the well plunged 
from $26.80 per barrcLin 1985.10 
$14.74 in 1986, cutting the 
aggregate wellhead value of the 
state's crude production from 
$24 billion to 12 billion.

NICOSIA, April 19, (Reuter): 
Iran imported goods worth

oil goods worth SI. 09 billion in 
the Iranian year ended on March

The agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted customs figures 
as saying the main exports were 
hand-woven carpets, pistachio 
nuts, hides, chopper bars, fresh 
and dried fruits, fish, caviare, 
construction materials and 
chemicals. 

The exports, weighing a total 
of 11.15 ’million tonnes, had 
increased 14.7 per cent in value 
and 78-5 per cent in weight over 
the previous year, it said. 

Foodstuffs 

lma did not list the imports, 
but foodstuffs, chemicals, indus- 
trial machinery and spare parts 
constitute l he bulk of Iran's 
imports. Military purchases for 
Iran's 7-1 /2-year-old war with 
Iraq were not included in the 
customs report. 

Crude oil exports. Iran's main 
source of revenue, were expected 
to earn $8.6 billion in 1987/88 
Iranian year, according to 
figures given in parliamentary 
budget debates in March.

Hussein and Mota win Boston marathon

BOSTON, April 19, (UPI): Ibra- 
him Hussein of Kenya overcame 
Jumo Ikangaa of Tanzania in the 
final 50 yards yesterday to win 
the Boston marathon by one 
second and become the first 
African champion in the 92-year 
history of the event. 

In the closest finish of the 
world's oldest continuing 
marathon. Hussein triumphed in 
a time of 2 hours, 8 minutes and 
43 seconds. The Africans were 
locked in a two-man duel for the 
final five miles before Hussein 
burst from just behind the Tan- 
zanian's right shoulder to pull 
away in the final 50 yards. 

“1 didn't even hear his shoes,” 
Ikangaa said. 

“I like to make history,” said 
Hussein, 29, who was also the 
first African to win the New 
York City marathon, in 1987. 

Fell 

Temperatures were 49 degrees 
at the Hopkinton starting line 
and a light rain fell for the first 
hour. 

"When we ran the first two 
miles I was feeling my muscles 
were tight,” Hussein said. “1 
thought it was going to bother 
me. bur fan uuatelyii didn't at 
the end.” 

Ikangaa said be was unaware 
of Hussein’s final surge until he 
saw the Kenyan race into the 
lead. 

Hussein fell short of both the 
world record of 2:06.50 set in 
Rotterdam, the Netherlands, on 
Sunday by Belayneh Dinsamoof 
Ethiopia and the Boston 
marathon mark of 2:07:51 set by 
Bob de Castella in 1 986.

Scotland's Raymond Hubbard 
easily wins the prize for the most 
understated comment of the 
week, after finishing his third 
marathon in as many days. 

“1 think this was probably the 
hardest weekend in my 34 years.”

I’m 
just your average runner who 
wanted to try to do something a 
little bit different.'' said Hub- 
bard, who finished the Boston 
race yesterday in a not-too- 
shabby two hours.

Hubbard, who began running 
marathons in I9S2, has racked 
up 28 victories over ihe 26-mile, 
385-yard distance. 

Hubbard, whose best time in a 
marathon is 2:38.15, finished 
running in Belfast on Saturday 
and ran the London marathon 
on Sunday. Then he hopped the 
Concorde to New York and 
made his way to Boston on Sun- 
day night. 

Punishment 

"This was my one and only 
chance to be a world record hol- 
der," said Hubbard, when asked 
why he would subject himself to 
such punishment. 

Marathon organisers said they 
had not heard of anyone else who 
had run three marathons in three 
consecutive days, but they would 
not officially call it a world 
record. 

Hubbard finished Belfast in 
2:44. That race was actually only 
a half- marathon, but Hubbard 
ran it twice to make up the extra 
distance. He covered the London 
course in 2:48. 

By the time begot to the start- 
ing line in Boston, Hubbard 
admitted to being a little tired. 

“Last night (Sunday) on the 
plane I was feeling a little bit of 
stiffness in my legs, and I was a 
little weary, but I did not want to 
miss my chance to make his- 
tory,” said a surprisingly ener- 
getic-looking Hubbard after yes- 
terday’s race. 

Hubbard said he had been 
.planning his marathon magic 
since last September, and never 
: "'■bad any doubt about his abilily 1 
to pull it off. 

“I knew I would do it, even 
back in September when I first 
got the idea,” he said. “To get 
ready for this weekend I would 
run short distances during the 
week, and then go all out on the 
weekends by running 20 or so 
miles (32 km) on Saturday and 
then 20 again on Sunday." 

So what will hedonow that it is 
all over? 

"Well, J’ve got to be at work 
tomorrow afternoon," he said. 
“Tomorrow (Tuesday), is 
Parents' Day at the school so I 
wifi be meeting with parents all 
day.

LONDON, April 19, (Reuter): 
Jahangir Khan won the British 
Open squash title yesterday, for 
the seventh year in succession 
when he beat Australian Rodney 
Martin 9-2 9-10 8-0 9-1 in an 83- 
minute final. 

It was a disappointing evening 
for Martin who on the way to 
attempting to fulfil a life-time 
ambition had beaten world 
champion Jansher Khan and for- 
mer world champion Ross Nor- 
man of New Zealand. 

- Clear 

But Jahangir, the number two 
seed, proved too strong, recover- 
ing from the loss of secoad game 
to race to another victory in the 
Wimbledon of Squash. 

At the beginning of the third 
game the service changed eight 
times at 0-0 but eventually the 
Pakistani, helped by a series of 
mistakes by Martin, swept clear. 

It was a similar pattern in the 
final game and Jahangir now 
only needs one more British 
Open to win to equal Australian 
Geoff Hunt’s record. 

“I wanted to win badly,” a 
jubilant Jahangir said after- 


wards. “The British Open means 
more to me than any other tour- 
nament, even the world cham- 
pionship. It is the Wimbledon of 
squash.” 

His victory took him past the 
six straight wins of his illustrious 
unde Has him Khan in this tour- 
nament. 

It also enhanced his chances of 
regaining the world title in Ams- 
terdam next month. His five-year 
reign in that event ended in 1986 
when he lost the final to New 
Zealander Ross Norman — his 
first defeatin 5- 1/2 years. Then in 
last year's final Jansher inflicted 
on him one of his nine defeats in 
10 meetings with his younger 
compatriot over the past year. 

Yet Jahangir paid Jansher ■ 
some credit yesterday. “I sup- 
pose you could say Jansher has 
brought me back into the game 
this season,” said Jahangir, in 
reference to his intensive training 
he realised was necessary for this ■ 
event 

He showed the beneifts of the 
hard work after he dropped the 
second game to Martin — the 
only game he has lost in his seven 


successful Wembley campaigns. 

He shifted to a highergear with 
some stinging drives and a ruth- 
less short game, and he added a 
few spectacular retrieves to shat- 
ter Martin's resistance com- 
pletely. 

Despite his victory, he says he 
is not too concerned about 
regaining the world number one 
ranking he has lost to Jansher. 

“As long as I keep winning 
tournaments, I am happy,” he 
said. 

The women’s title went for the 
fifth successive year to Sue 
Devoy of New Zealand, who is 
also 24. She beat Australian Liz 
Irving 9-7 9-5 9- 1. 

Prove 

She, too, reaped the rewards of 
some tough preparation after a 
series of recent defeats. “I had to 
prove to myself that I can still do 
it.

Zola Budd, at the centre of an 
apartheid controversy, has 
become the victim of a personal 
vendetta which could push her to 
a breakdown, her coach John 
Bryant said yesterday. 

“Stronger people than her 
have broken under less pres- 
sure,” said BryanL “It's the sort 
of pressure that could push 
someone to a mental or physical 
breakdown. I fear she could be 
damaged by this personal 
attack.” 

Instructions 

Bryant Paid he hoped British 
athletics officials would resist 
instructions from the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic 
Federation (IAAF) to ban Budd, 
who holds a British passport, 
from international competition 
for a year. 

The IAAF on Saturday found 
the 21 -year-old Budd guilty of 
breaking its rules by taking part 
in a cross-country event in her 
native South Africa last year. 


Bryant said the IAAF case 
against Budd was “full oflies and 
half truths. It is without 
credibility and we will be looking 
to the British board to stand up 
against it. 

“The situation seems horren- 
dously clear — it is no longer 
about right or wrong, it is about 
some people’s personal 
prejudices,” he added. “It is 
blackmail.” 

The IAAF has threatened to 
ban the British Amateur Athletic 
Board (BAAB) if they fail to sus- 
pend Budd, casting a shadow 
over the Seoul Olympics for all 
British athletes. 

Bryant said Budd, who was 
given a British passport in time to 
allow her to run in the 1984 
Olympics, was committed to her 
adopted country. 

“She likes this country, she 
likes the athletes here, she wants 
to stay,” he said. “If she didn't 
feel that way, it would have been 
easy for her to scuttle back to 
South Africa when it became 


clear there were people on the 
IAAF who were out to get her.” 

Bryant said he would consider 
advising Budd to quit running if 
the pressure became too much. 
“If 1 see that coming. I will have 
to think seriously about advising 
Zola to remember that health 
and happiness are more impor- 
tant than medals and sport,” he 
said. 

“At the heart of this row is a 
human being, a young girl,” 
Bryant added. 

Budd, who did not appear 
before the IAAF last week, will 
not be allowed to plead her case 
before the BAAB on Sunday and 
will not have a legal represen- 
tative at the hearing. 

“This doesn’t mean we have 
pre-judged the issue or that we 
are in any sense set to dump 
Zola,” board spokesman Tony 
Ward said yesterday. 

“We know her defence and we 
don’t think it right she has to go 
through it all again before a 30- 
man-and-woman council.”

Benfica. winners of the trophy 
in 1961 and 1962, last appeared 
in the final in 1 968. when they 
were beaten 4-1 by Manchester 
United of England after extra 
time. 

Thai defeat brought down the 
curtain on a glorious era of 
attractive soccer by the leading 
Portuguese clubs and their 
national team, but their reputa- 
tion as cavaliers of bold football 
lived on. 

It was rekindled last season 
when Porto came from behind to 
beat Bayern M unich in a thrilling 
European Cup final in Vienna.
